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NINETY-SIX GREAT ‘TOWNS, 

For the NINETY-SIX GREAT 'TOWNS of Hngland and Wales each 
of which had a population of 50,000 or over at the Census of 1911, 
the births registered last week numbered 11,821, and corresponded to 
an annual rate of 33:4 per 1,000. The deaths* among the civilian 
population only numbered 5,034, and corresponded to an annual 
rate of 15°8 per 1,000 of their aggregate civilian population, 
which. is estimatedt at 16,577,344 persons in the year 1917. 
In the three weeks ended December 20th, December 27th, and 
January 3rd, the rates had been 14°6, 12:0, and 16°2 respectively, 
The infant mortality was 72, against 83, 108, and 69, in the three 
preceding weeks. ‘Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several © 
towns, the death-rates in each of the last four weeks; it also shows

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for the week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from 
certain individual causes. A column showing the number of deaths 
from influenza has been inserted inTablel. The aggregate number 
of deaths from influenza in the 96 great towns in each of the last 
thirteen weeks is shown in Table 3A. 

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death- 
rates per 1,000 living were :—from all causes, 23:8 in Wigan, 24°0 
in Dewsbury, 24°4 in Tynemouth, 24°6 in Sunderland, 25:7 in 
Bootle, and 26°5 in Grimsby ; from measles, 1°5 in Plymouth and 
in Preston, 1°6 in Leeds, 1:7 in Darlington, 2:0 in Dewsbury, and 
3°8 in Bootle; and from diphtheria, 1°3 in Walthamstow and in 
Wigan. One death from small-pox was registered in Gateshead, 
but none in any other of the ninety-six towns. 


LONDON.* (The Administrative County, including the 
City of London.) 


For LONDON there were 3,018 BIRTHS, corresponding to a rate 
of 85:1 per 1,000, and 1,216 DEATHS of civilians, corresponding 
to a rate of 15°7, as against 15°3, 10°6, and 17°‘0 per 1,000 in 
the three weeks ended December 20th, December 27th and 
January 3rd. ‘The death-rate in the four weeks ended last Saturday 
averaged 14°7 per 1,000. The infant mortality was 63, against 
72, 93, and 66 in the preceding three weeks. ; 

The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 1, 1, and 0 
in the preceding three weeks, numbered 2, the average for the 
corresponding weeks of the previous five years being 2. The 
deaths from measles, which had been 11, 9, and 19 in the preceding 
three weeks, fell to 14 last week, and were 14 below the average; 
53 deaths belonged to the Borough of Lambeth. The deaths from 
scarlet fever, which had been 5, 4, and 5 in the preceding three 
weeks, were 4 last week, and were | above the average. 'Thedeaths 
from whooping-cough, which had been 14, 6, and 20 in the preceding 
three weeks, fell to 18 last week, and were 5 below the average ; 
4 deaths belonged to Camberwell and 3 to Southwark. The deaths 
from dvphtheria, which had been 32, 28, and 86 in the preceding 
three weeks, fell last week to 31, but were 15 above the average ; 
d deaths belonged to Lambeth, 4 to Camberwell, and 3 to Battersea. 
The deaths from diarrhea and enteritis under 2 years of age, which 
had been 20, 9, and 16 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 18 last 
week, the average being 17; 4 deaths belonged to Paddington, and 
3 to Islington. The deaths from inflwenza numbered 16, as against 
18, 12, and 19 in the preceding three weeks, and an average of 38. 

Different forms of violence caused 38 deaths, all of which were 
the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 33 deaths, 4 were cases 
of suicide, while the remaining 29 were attributed to other forms of 
violence. Hight of these latter were referred to vehicles in the 


streets, 4 to burns or scalds, and 8 of infants under 1-year of age to. 
suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital, there were 27 cases of enteric

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fever, 2 of smallpox, 59 of measles, 2,809 of scarlet fever, 22 of 
whooping-cough, and 1,899 of diphtheria under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the 
week, as compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows:—Of enteric fever, 3 cases, against 0, 4, and 6; of 
small-pox, 2 cases, against 0, 0, and 0; of measles, 12 cases, against 
8, 12, and 15; of scarlet fever, 265 cases, against 394, 293, and 379; 
of whooping-cough, 2 cases, against 0, 1, and 0; and of diphtheria, 
227 cases, against 239, 184, and 254. 'l'able 9, compiled and 
furnished by the Medical Officer of Health of the Administrative 
County of London, shows the number of cases of Infectious 
Disease that were notified in the county during the week ended 
January 3rd, 1920.

For the NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS of England and Wales each 
of which had a population of 50,000 or over at the Census of 1911, 
the births registered last week numbered 11,659, and corresponded to 
an annual rate of 32°9 per 1,000. The deaths* among the civilian 
population only numbered 4,968, and corresponded to an annual 
rate of 15°6 per 1,000 of their aggregate civilian population, 
which is estimatedt at 16,577,344 persons in the year 1917. 
In the three weeks ended December 27th, January 8rd, and 
January 10th, the rates had been 12:0, 16°2, and 15°8 respectively, 
The infant mortality was 72, against 108, 69, and 72, in the three 
preceding weeks. ‘able 1 of this Return shows, for the several 
towns, the death-rates in each of the last four weeks; it also shows

For LONDON there were 2,962 BIRTHS, corresponding to a rate 
of 34°4 per 1,000, and 1,218 DeaAtTHs of civilians, corresponding 
toa rate of 15°8,as against 10:6, 17°0, and 15:7 per 1,000 in the 
three weeks ended December 27th, January 3rd and January 
10th. The death-rate in the four weeks ended last Saturday 
averaged 14°8 per 1,000. The infant mortality was 73, against 98, 
66, and 68 in the preceding three weeks,. ae 

There was one death from enteric fever, against 1, 0, and 2 
in.the preceding three weeks, the average for the- corresponding: 
weeks of the previous five years being 2. The deaths from measles, 
which had been 9, 19, and 14 in the preceding three weeks, rose 
last week to 21, but were 7 below the average; 6 deaths belonged 
to the Borough of Shoreditch, 3 to Islington, and 3 to Camberwell, 
The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 4, 5, and 4 in the 
preceding. three weeks, rose last week to 7, and were 2 above the 
average. ‘The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 6, 20, 
and 13 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 19 last week, and were 
2 above the average; 4 deaths belonged to Hackney and 8 to 
Stepney. ‘The deaths from duphtheria, which had been 28, 36, and 
3l in the preceding three weeks, fell last week to 28, but were 
6 above the average; 4 deaths belonged to Battersea, and 38 to 
Camberwell. ‘he deaths from diarrheea and enteritis under 2 years 
of age, which had been 9, 16, and 18 in the preceding three weeks, 
were 19 last week, and were 2 below the average; 3 deaths belonged 
to Stoke Newington and 3 to Lambeth. The deaths from inflwenza 
numbered 19, as against 12, 19, and 16 in the preceding three weeks, 
and an average of 40. 

Different forms of violence caused 49 deaths, of which 47 were 
the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 49 deaths, 7 were cases 
of suicide and 1 of homicide, while the remaining 41 were attributed 
to other forms of violence. Kleven of these latter were referred 
vehicles in the streets, 6 to burns or scalds, 2 to drowning, and 6 of 
infants under | year of age to suffocation in bed.

For the NINETY-SIX GREAT Towns of Hingland and Wales each 
of which had a population of 50,000 or over at the Census of L911, 
the births registered last week numbered 11 ,658, and corresponded to 
an annual rate of 32°9 per 1,000. The deaths* among the civilian 
population only numbered 4,864, and corresponded to an annual 
rate of 15°3 per 1,000 of their aggregate civilian population, 
which is estimatedt at 16,577,344 persons in the year 1917, 
In the three weeks ended January 3rd, January 10th, and January 
I7th, the rates had been 16-2, 15:8, and 15:6, respectively, The 
infant mortality was 75, against 69, 72, andc #2. in. the thtee 
preceding weeks. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several 

towns, the death-rates in each of the last four weeks ; 1t also shows

and from whoopmg cough, 1°1 in Portsmouth, 1:6 Birkenhead, 1°8 in 
Walsall, and 2°2 in Smethwick. No death from small-pox was 
registered in any of the ninety-six towns.

For LONDON there were 2,971 BIRTHS, corresponding to a rate 

of 34°5 per 1,000, and 1,164 Dwatrus of civilians, corresponding 
toa rate of 15:1,as against 17:0, 15:7, and 15:8 per 1,000 in the 
three weeks ended January 8rd, January 10th and January 17th. 
The death-rate in the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 
15°9 per 1,000. The infant mortality was 77, against 66, 63, and 
73 in the preceding three weeks. 
_ There was one death from enteric fever, against 0, 2, and: 1 
in the preceding three weeks, the average for the corresponding 
weeks of the previous five years being 2. The deaths from measles, 
which had been 19, 14, and 21*in the preceding three weeks, fell 
to 19 last week, and were 10 below the average; 5 deaths belonged 
to the Borough of Lambeth and 3 to Islington. The deaths from 
scarlet fever, which had been 5, 4, and 7 in the preceding three 
weeks, fell to 3 last’ week, the average being 2. The deaths from 
whooping-cough, which had been 20, 13, and 19 in the preceding 
three weeks, were 18 last week, the average being 17; 4 deaths 
belonged to Lambeth and 3to Hackney. ‘The deaths from diphtheria, 
which had been 36, 31, and 24 in the preceding three weeks, rose 
to 29 last week, and were 16 above the average ; 5 deaths belonged 
to Lewisham, and 8 each to Hackney, Bermondsey and Lambeth. 
The deaths from diarrhea and enteritis wnder 2 years of age, which 
had been 16, 18, and 19 in the preceding three weeks, fell to 15 last 
week, and were 1 below the average. The deaths from influenza 
numbered 24, as against 19, 16, and 19 in the preceding three weeks, 
and an average of 25. 

- Different forms of violence caused 41 deaths, of which 40 were 
the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 41 deaths, 11 were cases 
of suicide, while the remaining 80 were attributed to other forms of 
violence. Nine of these latter were referred to vehicles in the streets, 


4 to burns or scalds, and 3 of infants under 1 year of age to 
suffocation in bed.

For LONDON there were 2,715 BIRTHS, corresponding to a rate 
of 31:5 per 1,000, and 1,297 DEATHS of civilians, corresponding 
toa rate of 16°8,as against 15:7, 15°8, and 15:1 per 1,000 in the 
three weeks ended January 10th, January 17th and January 24th. 
The death-rate in the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 
15°9 per 1,000. The infant mortality was 105, against 63, 75, and 
77 in the preceding three weeks. 

There was one death from enteric fever, against 2, 1, and 1 
in the preceding three weeks, the average for the corresponding 
weeks of the previous five years being 1. The deaths from measles, 
which had been 14, 21, and 19 in the preceding three weeks, were 
18 last week, and were 7 below the average; 6 deaths belonged to 
the Borough of Lambeth and 3 to Shoreditch. The deaths from 
scarlet fever, which had been 4, 7, and 3 in the preceding three 
weeks, rose to 5 last week, and were 2 above theaverage. ‘The deaths 
from whooping-cough, which had been 13, 19, and 18 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose to 28 last week, and were 10 above the average ; 
5 deaths belonged to Islington, 4 to Bermondsey, and 3 to Stepney. 
The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 31, 24, and 29 in the 
preceding three weeks, further rose to 37 last week, and were 22 
above the average; 5 deaths belonged to Fulham, 5 to Islington, 
and 3 each to Hammersmith, Poplar, and Lambeth. ‘he deaths 
from diarrhea and enteritis under 2 years of age, which had been 
18, 19, and 15 in the preceding three weeks, were again 15 last week, 
and were 8 below the average; 3 deaths belonged to Poplar and 
3 to Southwark. The deaths from wmflwenza numbered 15, as against 
16, 19, and 24 in the preceding three weeks, and an average of 29. 

Different forms of violence caused 40 deaths, all of which were 
the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 40 deaths, 5 were cases 
of suicide, while the remaining 35 were attributed to other forms of 
violence. Hight of these latter were referred to vehicles in the streets, 
5 to burns or scalds, 2 to drowning, and 5 of infants under 1 year 
of age to suffocation in bed.

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NINETY-SIX GREAT ‘OWNS. 


For the NINETY-SLX GREAT Towns of Hngland and Wales each 
of which had a population of 50,000 or over at the Census of 1911, 
the births registered last week numbered 11,528, and corresponded to 
an annual rate of 32°5 per 1,000. The deaths* among the civilian 
population only numbered 5,039, and corresponded to an annual 
rate of 15:9 per 1,000 of their aggregate civilian population, 
which is estimatedt at 16,577,344 persons in the year 1917. 
In the three weeks ended January 17th, January 24th, and January 
31st, the rates had been 15°6, 15°38, and 15°9, respectively. The 
infant mortality was 85, against 72, 75, and 93 in the pre- 
ceding three weeks. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several 
towns, the death-rates in each of the last four weeks; it also shows

+ The estimates of population refer to the year 1917, and are based on the 
returns furnished under the National Registration Act.

It is necessary for the present to continue the use of the estimates 
of population as in 1917, because those for 1918, although they might now be used, 
would necessarily differ more from the facts of the present time than the earlier 
estimates.

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for the week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from 
certain individual causes.

_- ~ Measured by last- week’s mortality, the highest annual death- 
~ rates per 1,000 living were:—from all causes, 21:0 in Birkenhead 
and in Merthyr Tydfil, 21-3 in Sunderland, 21:4 in Hull, 22:1 in 
Liverpool, 22°6 in Grimsby, and 25°2 in Great Yarmouth; from 
measles, 2°3 in Grimsby; from whooping cough, 1:3 in West Ham, 
1:4 in Leyton, 1°6 in Grimsby and in Birkenhead, and 1:7 in West 
Hartlepool; and from diphtheria, 2°5 in Hornsey. No death from 
small-pox was registered in any of the ninety-six towns.

For LONDON there. were 2,966 BIRTHS, corresponding to a rate 
of 34°5 per 1,000, and 1,332 DEATHS of civilians, corresponding 
toa rate of 17°2, as against 15°8, 15:1, and 16°8 per 1,000 in the 
three weeks ended January 17th, January 24th, and January 31st. 
The death-rate in the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 
16:2 per 1,000. The infant mortality was 98, against 73, 77, and 
105 in the preceding three weeks. sara 

There was one death from enteric fever, against 1, 1, and 1 
in the preceding three weeks, the average for the corresponding 
weeks of the previous five years being 2. The deaths from measles, 
-which had been 21,19, and 18 in the preceding three weeks, rose 
last week to 26, and were equal to the average; 3 deaths belonged 
to the Borough of St. Pancras, 3 to Southwark, and 3 to Lambeth. 
The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 7, 3, and 5 in the 
preceding three weeks, rose to 9 last week, and were 4 above the 
average. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 19, 18, 
and 28 in the preceding three weeks, were 26 last week, and were 
4 above the average ; 4deaths belonged to Bermondsey, and 3 each to 
Islington, Hackney and Stepney. ‘lhe deaths from diphtheria, which 
had been 24, 28, and 37 in the preceding three weeks, fell to 32 
last. week, but were 15 above the average; 5 deaths belonged to 
Hackney, and 3 each to Paddington and to Southwark. ‘lhe deaths 
from diarrhea and enteritis under 2 years of age, which had been 
19, 15, and 15 in the preceding three weeks, were 14 last week, and 
were 3 below the average; 3 deaths belonged to Camberwell. The 
deaths from inflwenza numbered 20, as against 19, 24, and 15 in the 
preceding three weeks, and an average of 33. 

Different forms of violence caused 46 deaths, all of which were 
the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 46 deaths, 10 were cases 
of suicide and 1 of homicide, while the remaining 35 were attributed 
to other forms of violence. Nine of these latter were referred to 
vehicles in the streets, 8 to burns or scalds, 3 to drowning, and 1 of 
an infant under 1 year of age to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 
According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital, there were 24 cases of enteric

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fever, 59 of measles, 2,487 of scarlet fever, 21 of whooping-cough, 
and 2,014 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals on 
Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the week, as 
compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as follows :— 
Of enteric fever, 2 cases, against 5, 7, and 2; of measles, 23 cases, 
against 12, 12, and 10; of scarlet fever, 299 cases, against 335, 302, 
and 267; of whooping-cough, 0 case, against 4,2, and 0; and of 
diphtheria, 268 cases, against 282, 274, and 296. ‘Table 9, compiled 
and furnished by the Medical Officer of Health of the Administrative 
County of London, shows the number of cases of Infectious 
Disease that were notified in the county during the week ended 
January 31st, 1920,!

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NINETY-SIX GREAT ‘TOWNS. 


For the NINETY-SIX GREAT 'TowNs of England and Wales each 
of which had a population of 50,000 or over at the Census of 1911, 
the births registered last week numbered 10,606, and corresponded to 
an annual rate of 29°9 per 1,000. The deaths* among the civilian 
population only numbered 5,544, and corresponded to an annual 
rate of 17°4 per 1,000 of their aggregate civilian population, 
which is estimatedt at 16,577,344 persons in the year 1917, 
In the three weeks ended January 24th, January 31st, and February 
7th, the rates had been 15°3, 15°9, and 15°9, respectively. The 
infant mortality was 110, against 75, 93, and 85 in the pre- 
ceding three weeks. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several 
towns, the death-rates in each of the last four weeks; it also shows 
for the week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from

For LONDON there were 2,793 BIRTHS, corresponding to a rate 
of 32°4 per 1,000, and 1,428 pDwatrHs of civilians, corresponding 
toa rate of 18°4,as against 15:1, 16°8,and 17:2 per 1,000 in the 
three weeks ended January 24th, January 31st, and February 7th. © 
The death-rate in the four weeks "endéd=1Wet Saturday averaged 
16°9 per 1,000. The infant mortality was 129, against 77, 105, and 
98 in the pr -eceding three weeks. 

There was no death from enteric fever, against 1, 1, and 1 
in the preceding three weeks, the average for the corresponding 
~weeks of the previous five years being 1. The deaths from measles, 
which had been 19, 18, and 26 in the preceding three weeks, further 
rose to 35 last week, and were 6 above the average; 4 deaths belonged _ 
to each of the Boroughs of Islington, Hackney, Shoreditch, and | 
Bermondsey, and 3 to Bethnal Green, The deaths from scarlet Fever, 
which had been 3, 5, and 9 in the preceding three weeks, fell to 
3 last week, and were 1 below the average. The deaths from 
whooping-cough, which had been 18, 28, and 26 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose to 37 last week, and were 12 above the average ;. 
6 deaths belonged to Stepney, 4 to Hackney, and 3 each to St. Pancras 
and to Southwark. ‘lhe deaths from diphtheria, which had been 28, 
37, and 32 in the preceding three weeks, fell to 29 last week, but 
were 12 above the average; 4 deaths belonged to Hackney, and 3 
each to Bethnal Green and Wandsworth. ‘l'hedeaths from diarrhea 
and enteritis under 2 years of age, which had been 15, 15, and 14 
in the preceding three weeks, rose to 22 last week, and were 8 above 
the average; 4 deaths belonged to Camberwell and 3 to Battersea. 
The deaths from influenza numbered 25, as against 24, 15, and 20 in 
the preceding three weeks, and an average of 39. 

Different forms of violence caused 45 deaths, all of which were 
the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 45 deaths, 9 were cases 
of suicide and 2 of homicide, while the remaining 34 were attributed 
to other forms of violence. Seven of these latter were referred to 
vehicles in the streets, 2 to a conflagration, 4 to other burns or scalds, 4 
to drowning, and 4 of infants under 1 year of age to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital, there were 16 cases of enteric

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fever, 3 of small-pox, 78 of measles, 2,459 of scarlet fever, 18 of 
whooping-cough, and 2,010 of diphtheria under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the 
week, as compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows :—Of enteric fever, 0 case, against 7, 2, and 2; of small-pox, 
4 cases (including 3 from areas outside the County of London) against 
0, 0, and 0; of measles, 36 cases, against 12, 10, and 23; of scarlet 
fever, 285 cases, against 302, 267, and 299; of whooping-cough, 0 case, 
against 2, 0, and 0; and of diphtheria, 235 cases, against 274, 296,

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NINWwTY-SIX GREAT ‘TOWNS. 

For the NINETY-SIX GREAT 'TOWNS of Hingland and Wales each 
of which had a population of 50,000 or over at the Census of 1911, 
the births registered last week numbered 10,724, and corresponded to 
an annual rate of 30°3 per 1,000. The deaths* among the civilian 
population only numbered 5,332, and corresponded to an annual 
rate of 16°8 per 1,000 of their aggregate civilian population, 
which is estimatedt at 16,577,344 persons in the year 1917, 
In the three weeks ended January 31st, February 7th, and February 
14th, the rates had been 15°9, 15°9, and 17°4, respectively. The 
infant. mortality was 94, against 93, 85, and I10 in the pre- 
ceding three weeks. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several

‘There was one death from 
small-pox, against 0, 0, and 0 inthe preceeding three weeks; this 
death belonged to the Borough of Poplar. The deaths from measles, 
which had been 18, 26, and 35 in the preceding three weeks, further 
rose to 49 last week, and were 15 above the average ; 9 deaths belonged 
to the Borough of Hackney, 8 to Shoreditch, 6 to Islington, 6 to 
Bermondsey, and 4 to St. Pancras. here was no death from 
scarlet fever, against 5, 9, and 3 in the preceding three weeks, and 
an average of 6. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 
28, 26, and 37, in the preceding three weeks, further rose to 42 
last week, and were 13 above the average ; 7 deaths belonged to, 
St. Pancras, and 5 each to Islington, Hackney, Stepney, and Lam- 
beth. ‘The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 87,32, and 29 in 
the preceding three weeks, fell to 16 last week, and were equal to the. 
average; 3 deaths belonged to Lambeth, and 3 to Wandsworth,. 
The deaths from diarrhea and enteritis under 2 years of age, which 
had been 15, 14, and 22 in the preceding three weeks, fell to 16 last 
week, and were 2 below the average; 3 deaths belonged to Bethnal 
Green. The deaths from anflwenza numbered 37, as against 15, 20, 
and 25 in the preceding three weeks, and an average of 80. 


Different forms of violence caused 44 deaths, all of which were 
the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 44 deaths, 11 were cascg 
of suicide, while the remaining 33 were attributed to other forms of 
violence. Twelve of these latter were referred to vehicles in the. 
streets, 4 to burns or scalds, and 4 of infants under | year of age to, 
suffocation in bed.

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CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital, there were 16 cases of enteric 
fever, 2 of small-pox, 97 of measles, 2,415 of scarlet fever, 17 of 
whooping-cough, and 2,000 of diphtheria under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). ‘he admissions during the 
week, as compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows :—Of enteric fever, 3 cases, against 2, 2, and 0; of measles, 
30 cases, against 10, 23, and 36; of scarlet fever, 297 cases, against 
267, 299, and 285; of whooping-cough, 0 case, against 0, 0, and 0; 
and of diphtheria, 235 cases, against 296, 263, and 235. ‘lable 9,

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NINETY-SIX GREAT 'TOWNS. 

For the NINETY-SIX GREAT 'TOWNS of Hngland and Wales each 
of which had a population of 50,000 or over at the Census of 1911, 
the births registered last week numbered 10,644, and corresponded to 
an annual rate of 30:0 per1,000. ‘The deaths* among the civilian 
population only numbered 5,614, and corresponded to an annual 
rate of 17°7 per 1,000 of their aggregate civilian population, 
which is estimatedt at 16,577,344 persons in the year 1917, 
In the three weeks ended February 7th, February 14th, and February 
2st, the rates had been 15:9, 17°4, and 16°8, respectively. The 
infant mortality was 102, against 85, 110, and 94 in the pre- 
ceding three weeks, ‘Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several

from whooping cough, 1°38 in Leeds, 1°4 in Southampton, and 1°8 
in Rochdale ; and from diphtheria, 1°5 in Smethwick and in Swansea, 
2°0 in Dewsbury, and 2:1 in Merthyr Tydfil. No death from 
small-pox was registered in any of the ninety-six towns. 


LONDON.* (The Administrative County, including the 
City of London.) 


For LONDON there were 2,654 BIRTHS, corresponding to rate 
of 30°8 per 1,000, and 1,425 pmatrHs of civilans, corresponding 
toa rate of 18*5,as against 17°2, 18°4, and 17°9 per 1,000 in the 
three weeks ended February 7th, February 14th, and February 21st, 
The death-rate in the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 
18:0 per 1,000. The infant mortality was 107, against 98, 129, and 
99 in the preceding three weeks. 


There was one death from enteric fever, against 1, 0, and 1 in the 
preceding three weeks, the average for the corresponding weeks 
of the previous five years being 2. The deaths from measles, which 
had been 26, 35, and 49 in the preceding three weeks, further rose 
to 52 last week, and were 6 above the average ;. 11 deaths belonged to 
the Borough of Hackney, 8 to St. Pancras, 6 to Shoreditch, and 
5 to Islington. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 
9, 3, and O in the preceding three weeks, were 3 last week, and 
were 2 below the average. The deaths from whooping-cough, which 
had been 26, 37, and 42, in the preceding three weeks, further 
rose to 52 last week, and were 25 above the average; 8 deaths 
belonged to Islington, 6 to Kensington, and 5 each to Hackney 
and Bethnal Green. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 
32, 29, and 16 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 19 last week, 
and were 5 above the average; 5 deaths belonged to Hackney, and 
3 to Wandsworth. The deaths from diarrhea and enteritis wnder 
2 years of age, which had been 14, 22, and 16 in the preceding three 
weeks, rose to 18 last week, and were 3 above the average ; 4 deaths 
belonged to Islington, and 3 each to St. Pancrasand Lambeth. The 
deaths from wnflwenza numbered 38, as against 2U, 25, and 37 in the 
preceding three weeks, and an average of 160. 


Different forms of violence caused 49 deaths, all of which were 
the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 49 deaths, 12 were cases 
of suicide, while the remaining 37 were attributed to other forms of 
violence. Hleven of these latter were referred to vehicles in the 
streets, 6 to burns or scalds, 1 to drowning, and 2 of infants under 
1 year of age to suffocation in bed.

For the NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS of England and Wales each 
of which had a population of 50,000 or over at the Census of 1911, 
the births registered last week numbered 10,972, and corresponded to 
an annual rate of 30°8 per 1,000. The deaths* among the civilian 
population only numbered 5,776, and corresponded to an annual 
rate of 16°9 per ,1,000 of their aggregate civilian population, 
which is estimatedt at 17,806,095 persons in the year 1919. In 
the three weeks ended February 14th, February 2lst and February 
28th, the rates had been 16°2, 15:6, and 16°4 respectively. The 
infant mortality was 105, against 110, 94, and 102 in the pre- 
ceding three weeks. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several 
towns, the death-rates in each of the last four weeks; it also shows 
for the week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from 
certain individual causes.

For LONDON there were 2,771 BIRTHS, corresponding to a rate 
of 31°8 per 1,000, and 1,456 bDmwarus of civilians, covyresponding 
toa rate of 17°4, as against 17°0, 16°6, and 17-0 per 1,000 in the 
three weeks ended February 14th, February 21st, and February 28th. 
The death-rate in the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged

The deaths from enteric fever, which had been QO>1, and 1 in the 
preceding three weeks, numbered 8, the average for the corresponding 
weeks of the previous ‘five years being 2.

; For LONDON there were 2,701 BIRTHS, corresponding to a rate 

of 31:0 per 1,000, and 1,486 DmaATHS of civilians, corresponding 
toa rate of 17°2, as against 16°6, 17°0, and 17°4 per 1,000 in the 
three weeks ended February 21st, February 28th, and March 6th. 
The death-rate in the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 
17:1 per 1,000. The infant mortality was 89, against 99, 107, and 
95 in the three preceding weeks. 


There was no death from enteric fever, against 1, 1, and 3 in the 
preceding three weeks, the average for the corresponding weeks of 
the previous five years being 1. The deaths from small-pox, which 
had been 1,0, and 0in the preceeding three weeks, were 2 last week ; 
both deaths belonged to the Borough of Poplar. The deaths from 
measles, which had been 49, 52, and 52 in the preceding three weeks, 
rose to 56 last week, but were 2 below the average ; 8 deaths belonged 
to Southwark, 6 to Islington, 5 to Hackney, and 5 to Bethnal 
Green. he deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 0, 3, and 9 
in the preceding three weeks, fell to 5 last week, but were 1 above 
the average. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 
42, 52, and 34, in the preceding three weeks, rose again to 41 last 
week, and were 16 above the average; 6 deaths belonged to 
St. Pancras, 6 to Bethnal Green, 5 to Stepney, and 4 to Poplar. The 
deaths from diphtheria, which had been 16, 19, and 28 in the 
preceding three weeks, fell to 25 last week, but were 13 above 
the average; 5 deaths belonged to Hackney, 4 to Lambeth, and 
2 to Southwark. ‘The deaths from diarrhea and enteritis wader 
2 years of age, which had been 16, 18, and 12 in the preceding 
_ three weeks, were 13 last week, and were 3 below the average. 
The deaths from anflwenza. numbered 57, as against 37, 38, and 54

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CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.* 

According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital, there were 39 cases of enteric 
fever, 7 of small-pox, 78 of measles, 2,182 of scarlet fever, 15 of 
whooping-cough, and 2,045 of diphtheria under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). ‘he admissions during the 
week, as compared with thosein the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows :—Of enteric fever, 4 cases, against 3, 18, and 5; of small- 
pox, 2 cases, against 0,2, and 3; of measles, 29 cases, against 35, 
24, and 21; of scarlet fever, 249 cases, against 297, 261, and 234; 
of whooping-cough, 3 cases, against 0, 1, and 0; and of diphtheria, 
291 cases, against 235, 245, and 255. 'l'able 9, compiled and furnished 
by the Medical Officer of Health of the Administrative County of 


_London, shows the number of cases of Infectious Disease that were 


notified in the county during the week ended March 6th, 1920.

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NINETY-SIX GREAT Towns, 


For the NINETY-SIX GREAT Towns of England and Wales each 
of which had a population of 50,000 or over at the Census of Tol, 
the births registered last week numbered 10,610, and corresponded to — 
an annual rate of 29°8 per 1,000. The deaths* among the civilian 
population only numbered 6,106, and corresponded to an annual 
rate of 17°9 per 1,000 of their aggregate civilian population, 

_ which is estimatedt at 17,806,093 persons in the year 1919. In 
the three weeks ended February 28th, March 6th, and March 
13th the rates had been 16°4, 16-9, and 17:1 respectively. The 
infant mortality was 111, against 102, 105, and 113, in the pre- 
‘ceding three weeks. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several 
towns, the death-rates in each of the last four weeks; it also shows 
for the week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from 
certain individual causes. A column showing the number of deaths 
from influenza has been inserted in Tablel. The aggregate number 
of deaths from influenza in the 96 great towns in each of the last 
thirteen weeks is shown in Table 3a.

For LONDON there were 2,672 BIRTHS, corresponding to a rate 
of 30°7 per 1,000, and 1,484 Dratus of civilians, corresponding 
toa rate of 17°8, as against 17°0, 17°4, and 17:2, per 1,000 in the 
three weeks ended February 28th, March 6th, and March 13th. 
The death-rate in the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 
17°4 per 1,000. The infant mortality was 91 against 107, 95, and 
89 in the preceding three weeks. 

There was no death from enteric fever, the numbers having been 
1, 3, and 0 in the preceding three weeks, and the average for the 
corresponding weeks of the previous five years 2. The deaths from 
measles, which had been 52, 52, and 56 in the preceding three weeks, 
further rose last week to 70, and were 9 above the average; 9 deaths 

~ belonged to the Borough of Camberwell, 8 each to Hackney and 
Lambeth, and 7 each to Islhngton and Wandsworth. The deaths 
from scarlet fever, which had been 3, 9, and 5 in the preceding three 
weeks, were 5 last week, and were 1 ‘above the average. ‘The deaths 
from whooping-cough, which had been 52, 34,and 41, in the preceding 
three weeks, were 37 last week, and were 3 above the average; 
5 deaths belonged to Hackney. ‘The deaths from diphtheria, which 
had been 19, 28, and 25 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 
29 last week, and were 13 above the average; 3 deaths belonged 
each to Fulham, Shoreditch, Southwark, and Camberwell. ‘I'he 
deaths from diarrhea and enteritis wnder 2 years of age, which 
had been 18, 12, and 18 in the preceding three weeks, were 14 
last week, and were 2 below the average. The deaths from 
inflwenza numbered 91, as against 38, 54, and 57 in the preceding 
‘three weeks, and an average of 117. 

Different forms of violence caused 42 deaths, of which 41 were 
the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 42 deaths, 12 were cases 
of suicide, while the remaining 30 were attributed to other forms of 
violence. EKleven of these latter were referred to vehicles in the 
streets, 2 to burns or scalds, 2 to drowning, and 3 of infants under 
1 year of age to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.t 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital, there were 42 cases of enteric 
fever, 8 of small-pox, 90 of measles, 2,158 of scarlet fever, 16 of 
whooping-cough, and 2,066 of diphtheria under treatment in these

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NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS; 


For the NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS of England and Wales each 
of which had a population of 50,000 or over at the Census of 1911, 
the births registered last week numbered 10,906, and corresponded to 
an annual rate of 30°7 per 1,000. The deaths* among the civilian 
population only numbered 5,379, and corresponded to an annual 
rate of 15°8 per 1,000 of ‘their aggregate civilian population, 
which is estimated} at 17,807,258 persons in the year 1919. In 
the three weeks ended "March 2ith, April 8rd, and April 
10th the rates had been 18°7, 16°7, and 16°6 respectively. The 
infant mortality was 93, against 123, 128, and 110, in the pre- 
ceding three weeks. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several 
towns, the death-rates in each of the last four weeks; it also shows 
for the week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from 
certain individual causes. A column showing the number of deaths 
from influenza has been inserted in'l'ablel. The aggregate number 
of deaths from influenza in the 96 great towns in each of the last 
thirteen weeks is shown in Table 34.

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Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death- 
rates per 1,000 living were :—tfrom all causes, 23°2 in Dudley, 23°9 
in West Bromwich and in Wigan, 24°7 in West Hartlepool, 25°2 in 
Blackburn, 26°5 in Sunderland, and 32°4 in Tynemouth; from 
measles, 2°0 in Bootle, 2:1 in Wakefield, 2:4 in Brighton, and 4°8 
in Newport (Mon.); and from wmflwenza, 3°6 in Haling, 4:1 in 
Blackburn, 4°5 in Tynemouth, and 4°6 in Halifax. One death from 
small-por was registered in West Ham, and one in Liverpool, but 
none in any other of the ninety-six towns.

For LONDON there were 2,650 BIRTHS, corresponding to a rate 
of 30°4 per 1,000, and 1,342 Dwatrus of civilians, corresponding 
toa rate of 16°l, as against 19°3, 16°3, and 17°6 per 1,000 in the 
three weeks ended March 27th, April 83rd, and April 10th. 
The death-rate in the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 
17°3 per 1,000. The infant mortality was 78 against 92, 100, and 
79 in the preceding three weeks. 


There was 1 death from enteric fever, against, 0, 0, and 4 in the 
preceding three weeks, the average for the corresponding weeks of 
the previous five years being 1. The deaths from measles, which 
had been 69, 48, and 62 in the preceding three weeks, further rose 
to 76 last week, and were 8 above the average; 6 deaths belomged 
to the Borough of Kensington, 6 to Southwark, and 6 to Camberwell. 
The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 3, 2, and 6 in the 
preceding three weeks, fell to 4 last week, and were equal to the 
average. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 35, 34, 
and 31 in the preceding three weeks, rose again to 42 last week, and 
were 2 above the average; 6 deaths belonged to Bethnal Green, and 
5 each to Islington and to Stepney. ‘I'he deaths from diphtheria, 
which had been 27, 28, and 22 inthe preceding three weeks, fell to 20 
last week, but were 6 above the average. ‘The deathsfrom diarrhea 
and enteritis wnder 2 years of age, which had been 23, 12, and 18 
in the preceding three weeks, were 17 last week, the average 
being 16. The deaths from inflwenza numbered 101, as against 131, 
124, and 105, in the preceding three weeks, and an average of 44. 


Different forms of violence caused 86 deaths, of which 35 were 
the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 36 deaths, 10 were cases 
of suicide, while the remaining 26 were attributed to other forms of 
violence. Six of these latter were referred to vehicles in the 
streets, 3 to drowning, and | of an infant under 1 year of age to. 
suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.t 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital, there were 35 cases of enteric. 
fever, 24 of small-pox, 66 of measles, 1,902 of scarlet fever, 22 of 
whooping-cough, and 1,960 of diphtheria under treatment in these.

For the NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS of England and Wales each 
--of which had a population of 50,000 or over at the Census of 1911, 
the births registered last week numbered 10,645, and corresponded to 
an annual rate of 29°9 per 1,000. ‘he deaths* among the civilian 
population only numbered 4,967, and corresponded to an annual 
rate of 14°35 per 1,000 of ‘their aggregate civilian population, 
- which is estimatedt at 17,807,258 persons in the year 1919. In 
the three weeks ended Apr il 3rd, April 10th, and April 
17th the rates. had been 16°7, 16°6, and 15°8 respectively. The 
infant mortality was 92, against 128, 110, and 93, in the. pre- 
ceding three weeks. ‘Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several 
- towns, the death-rates in each of the last four weeks; it also shows 
for the week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from 
certain individual causes. A column showing the number of deaths 
from influenza has been inserted inTablel. The aggregate number 
of deaths from influenza in the 96 great towns in each of the last 
thirteen weeks is shown in Table 34.

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Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death- 
rates per 1,000 living were :—from all causes, 22°3 in Stockton-on- 
Tees and in West Hartlepool, 23°3 in Newport (Mon.), 24°4 in 
Blackburn, and 26°1 in Halifax ; from measles, 2:1 in Stockport, 
— 2°4 in Brighton, 2:9 in Rhondda, 4°2 in Wigan, and 4°8 in Newport 
(Mon.); from scarlet fever, 1-1 in Stoke-on-Trent; from ‘whooping 
cough, 4°1 in Darlington ; and from influenza, 3:0 in West Bromwich, 
3°6in Halifax and in Tynemouth, and 3°7 in Blackburn.

For LONDON there were 2,665 BIRTHS, corresponding to a rate 
of 30°6 per 1,000, and 1,185 pDearuHs of civilians, corresponding 
toa rate of 14:2, as against 16°3, 17°6, and 16:1 per 1,000 in the 
three weeks ended April 38rd, April 10th, and April 17th. 
The death-rate in the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 
16:1-per 1,000. The infant mortality was 73 against 100, 79, and 
78 in the preceding three weeks. 

There was 1 death from enteric fever, against, 0, 4, and 1 in the 
preceding three weeks, the average for the corresponding weeks of 
the previous five years being 1. The death from small-pow was that 
of a Norwegian sailor, and occurred at the South Wharf Shelter of 
the Metropolitan Asylums Board, situated in the Borough of 
Bermondsey. The deaths from measles, which had been 48, 62, and 
76 in the preceding three weeks, fell to 40 last week, and were 17 
below the average; 5deaths belonged to the Borough of Bermondsey, 
4 to Battersea and 3 to Camberwell. The deaths from scarlet 
fever, which had been 2, 6, and 4 in the preceding three weeks, 
were again 4 last week, and were 2 below the average. The 
deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 34, 31, and 42 in the 
preceding three weeks, fell to 29 last week, and were 7 below the 
average; 3 deaths belonged each to St. Pancras, Islington, Hackney, 
Stepney, and Lambeth. The deaths from diphtheria, which had 
been 28, 22, and 20 in the preceding three weeks, fell to 12 last week, 
and were | below the average. The deaths from diarrhea and 
enteritis under 2 years of age, which had been 12, 18, and 17 in 
the preceding three weeks, fell to 15 last week, but were 1 above 
the average. The deaths from inflwenza numbered 59, as against 
124, 105, and 101, in the preceding three weeks, and an average of 31. 

Different forms of violence caused 44 deaths, all of which were 
the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 44 deaths, 10 were cases. 
of suicide, while the remaining 34 were attributed to other forms of 
violence. Hight of these latter were referred to vehicles in the 
streets, 2 to burns or scalds, 6 to drowning, and 4 of infants under 
1 year of age to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital, there were 30 cases of enteric 
fever, 23 of small-pox, 66 of measles, 1,845 of scarlet fever, 22 of 
whooping-cough, and 1,965 of diphtheria under treatment in these.

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NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS. 


For the NINETY-SIX GREAT Towns of England and Wales each 
of which had a population of 50,000 or over at the Census of 1911, 
the births registered last week numbered 10,249, and corresponded to 
an annual rate of 28°8 per 1,000. The deaths* among the civilian 
population only numbered 4,346, and corresponded to an annual 
rate of 14°2 per 1,000 of their aggregate civilian population, 
which is estimatedt at 17,807,258 persons in the year 1919. In 
the three weeks ended April 10th, April 17th, and April 
24th the rates had been 16°6, 15°8, and 14°5 respectively. The 
infant mortality was 86, against 110, 93, and 92, in the pre- 
ceding three weeks. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several 
towns, the death-rates in each of the last four weeks; it also shows 
for the week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from 
certain individual causes... A column showing the number of deaths 
from influenza has been inserted in'l'ablel. Theaggregate number 
of deaths from influenza in the 96 great towns in each of the last 
thirteen weeks is shown in Table 3A.

measles, 1:7 in Norwich, 2°4 in Newport (Mon.), and 3:0 in Wigan ; 
from whooping cough, 1°38 in Norwich, 1°4 in Bootle, 1°6 in 
Darlington, and 2°6 in Stockton-on-Tees; and from inflwenza, 4:0 in 
West Hartlepool, and 4°1 in Halifax. No death from small-pox was 
registered in any of the ninety-six towns. | 


LONDON.* (The Administrative County, including the 
City of London.) 


For LONDON there were 2,518 BIRTHS, corresponding to a rate 
of 28:9 per 1,000, and 1,147 puarus of civilians, corresponding 
toa rate of 18°7, as against 17°6, 16-1 and 14°2 per 1,000 in the 
three weeks ended April 10th, April 17th, and April 24th. 
The death-rate in the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 
15°4 per 1,000. The infant mortality was 63 against 79, 78, and 
73 in the preceding three weeks. 


The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 4, 1, and 1 in the 
preceding three weeks, numbered 3, the average for the corresponding 
weeks of the previous five years being 2. The deaths from measles, 
which had been 62, 76, and 40 in the preceding three weeks, rose 
again to 45 last week, but were 14 below the average; 9 deaths 
belonged to the Boroughof Wandsworth, 6 to Battersea, 5 to Islington, 
and 4 to Lambeth. ‘The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 
6, 4, and 4 in the preceding three weeks, were again 4 last week, 
and were equal to the average. ‘The deaths from whooping-cough, 
which had been 31, 42, and 29 in the preceding three weeks, fell 
last week to 23, and were 7 below the average; 5 deaths belonged 
to Stepney, and 3 each to St. Pancras and Poplar. The deaths from 
diphtheria, which had been 22, 20, and 12 in the preceding three 
weeks, rose last week to 15, and were 5 above the average; 3 deaths 
belonged to Wandsworth. ‘lhe deaths from diarrhea and enteritis 
under 2 years of age, which had been 18, 17, and 15 in the preceding 
three weeks, fell last week to 12, and were 2 below the average. 
The deaths from wmflwenza numbered 45, as against 105, 101, and 59 
in the preceding three weeks, and an average of 28. © 


Different forms of violence caused 42 deaths, all of which were 
the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 42 deaths, 11 were cases 
of suicide, and 1 of homicide, while the remaining 30 were attributed 
to other forms of violence. ‘’'en of these latter were referred to 
vehicles in the streets, 3 to burns or scalds, 2 to drowning, and 3 
of infants under 1 year of age to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.t 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital, there were 29 cases of enteric- 
fever, 12 of small-pox, 66 of measles, 1,831 of scarlet fever, 20 of 
whooping-cough, and 1,951 of diphtheria under treatment in these.

of whooping-cough, 0 case, against 1, 3, and 1; and of diphtheria, 
239 cases, against 219, 234, and 205. ‘l'able 9, compiled and furnished 
by the Medical Officer of Health of the Administrative County of 
London, shows the number of cases of Infectious Disease that were 
notified in the county during the week ended April 24th, 1920.

NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS, 


For the NINETY-SIX GREAT Towns of England and Wales each 

_ of which had a population of 50,000 or over at the Census of 1911, 
the births registered last week numbered 10,245, and corresponded to 
an annual rate of 28°8 per 1,000. The deaths* among the civilian 
population only numbered 4,703, and corresponded to an annual 
rate of 13°8 per J,000 of their aggregate civilian population, 
which is estimatedt at 17,807,258 persons in the year 1919. In 
the three weeks ended April 17th, April 24th, and May 
 |st the rates had been 15°7, 14°5, and 14-2 respectively. The 
infant mortality was 83, against 93, 92, and 86, in the pre- 
ceding three weeks. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several 
towns, the death-rates in each of the last four weeks; it also shows 
for the week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from 
certain individual causes. A column showing the number of deaths 
from influenza has been inserted in'T'ablel. The aggregate number 
of deaths from influenza in the 96 great towns in each of the last 
thirteen weeks is shown in Table 3a.

LoNDON.* (The Administrative County, including the 
City of London.) 


For LONDON there were 2,552 BIRTHS, corresponding to a rate 
of 29°3 per 1,000, and 1,084 bmatrus of civilians, corresponding 
toa rate of 18:0, as against 16:1, 14°2, and 13°7 per 1,000 in the 
three weeks ended April 17th, April 24th, and May § Ist. 
The death-rate in the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 
14°3 per 1,000. The infant mortality was 61 against 78, 73, and 
63 in the preceding three weeks. 

There was no death from enteric fever, the numbers having been 
1, 1, and 8 in the preceding three weeks, and the average for the 
cor responding weeks of the previous five years being 2. The deaths 
from measles, which had been 76, 40, and 45 in the preceding three 
weeks, fell last week to 41, but were 18 below the average; 5 deaths 
belonged to the Borough of Paddington, 5 to Battersea, 5 to Cam- 
berwell, and 4 each to Lambeth and to Wandsworth. The deaths 
from scarlet fever, which had been 4, 4,and 4 in the preceding three 
weeks, were again 4 last week, the average being 3. The deaths - 
from whooping- cough, which had been 42, 29, and 28 in the preceding 
three weeks, fell last week to 19, and were 10 below the average; 
4, deaths belonged to Islington and 3 to St. Pancras. ‘The deaths 
from diphtheria, which had been 20, 12, and 15 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose last week to 24,and were 13 above the average; 3 
deaths belonged to Fulham and 8 to Hackney. ‘he deaths from 
diarrhea and enteritis under 2 years of age, which had been 17, 15, 
and 12 in the preceding three weeks, rose last week to 15, and 
were equal to the average. The deaths from wflwenza numbered 
31, as against 101, 59, and 45 in the preceding three weeks, and an 
average of 19. 

Different forms of violence caused 40 deaths, of which 38 were 
the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 40 deaths, 13 were cases 
of suicide, and 1 of homicide, while the remaining 26 were attributed 
to other forms of violence. Eight of these latter were referred to 
vehicles in the streets, 3 to burns or scalds, 2 to drowning, and 2 
of infants under 1 year of age to suffocation in bed. 


Casks or InFecrious Diseasn.t 
According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital, there were 32 cases of enteric 
fever, 11 of small-pox, 72 of measles, 1,794 of scarlet fever, 19 of 
whooping-cough, and 1,947 of diphtheria under treatment in these

The admissions during the 
week, as compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows :—Of enteric fever, 5 cases, against 5, 2, and 4; of small- 
pox, 1 case, against 0, 3, and 0; of measles, 29 cases, against 15, 
19, and 18; of scarlet fever, 223 cases, against 203, 225, and 240; 
of whooping-cough, 0 case, against 3, 1, and 0; and of diphtheria,

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NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS. 


For the NINETY-SIX GREAT Towns of England and Wales each 
of which had a population of 50,000 or over at the Census of 1911, 
the births registered last week numbered 10,481,and corresponded to 
an annual rate of 29°5 per 1,000. The deaths* among the civilian 
population only numbered 4,708, and corresponded to an annual 
rate of 13°38 per 1,000 of their aggregate civilian population, 
which is estimatedt at 17,807,258 persons in the year 1919. In 
the three weeks ended April 24th, May Ist, and May 
8th the rates had been 14°5, 14°2, and 13°8 respectively. The 
infant mortality was 83, against 92, 86, and 83 in the pre- 
ceding three weeks. ‘T'able 1 of this Return shows, for the several 
towns, the death-rates in each of the last four weeks; it also shows 
for the week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from 
certain individual causes. A column showing the number of deaths 
from influenza has been inserted in'T'ablel. Theaggregate number 
of deaths from influenza in the 96 great towns in each of the last 
thirteen weeks is shown in Table 3a.

Darlington; and from inflwenza, 3°2 in West Hartlepool, 5°6 in 
Sheffield, and 6°3 in Tynemouth. No death from small-pox was 
registered in any of the ninety-six towns. 


LonpDoN.* (The Administrative County, including the 
City of London.) 


For LONDON there were 2,648 BIRTHS, corresponding to a rate 
of 80°6 per 1,000, and 1,046 Deatrus of civilians, corresponding 
toa rate of 12°5, as against 14°2, 138°7, and 13:0 per 1,000 in the 
three weeks ended April 24th, May Ist, and May 8th. The 
death-rate in the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 13:4 
per 1,000. The infant mortality was 60 against 73, 63, and 61 in 
the preceding three weeks. 


The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 1, 8, and 0 in the 
preceding three weeks, numbered 2, the average for the corresponding 
weeks of the previous five years being 1. The deaths from measles, 
which had been 40, 45, and 41 in the preceding three weeks, fell 
last week to 25, and were 18 below the average; 4 deaths belonged 
to the Borough of Stepney, 4 to Wandsworth, 3 to Islington and 
3 to Southwark. There was 1 death from scarlet fever, against 4, 
4, and 4 in the preceding three weeks, and an average of 38. The 
deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 29, 28, and 19 in 
the preceding three weeks, rose again last week to 35, and were 
7 above the average; 5 deaths belonged to St. Pancras and 4 to 
Battersea. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 12, 15, 
and 24 in the preceding three weeks, fell last week to 11, the 
average being 10. ‘he deaths from diarrhea and enteritis under 
2 years of age, which had been 15, 12, and 15 in the preceding three 
weeks, were 14 last week, the average being 13; 4 deaths belonged 
to Stepney. The deaths from anflwenza numbered 32, as against 
59, 45, and 31 in the preceding three weeks, and an average of 14, 


Different forms of violence caused 382 deaths, all of which were 
the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 32 deaths, 8 were cases. 
of suicide and 4 of homicide, while the remaining 20 were attributed 
to other forms of violence. Four of these latter were referred to. 
vehicles in the streets, 3 to drowning, and 2 of infants under 1 year- 
of age to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital, there were 29 cases of enteric: 
fever, 6 of small-pox, 70 of measles, 1,757 of scarlet fever, 20 of 
whooping-cough, and 1,916 of diphtheria under treatment in these ~

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hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during the 
week, as compared with those in the preceding three weeks, were as 
follows :—Of enteric fever, 4 cases, against 2, 4, and 5; of small- 
pox, 1 case, against 3, 0, and 1; of measles, 13 cases, against 19, 
18, and 29; of scarlet fever, 264 cases, against 225, 240, and 228; 
of whooping-cough, 1 case, against 1, 0, and 0; and of diphtheria, 
226 cases, against 205, 239, and 233. 'l'able 9, compiled and furnished 
by the Medical Officer of Health of the Administrative County of 
London, shows the number of cases of Infectious Disease that were 
notified in the county during the week ended May 8th, 1920,

NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS. 


For the NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS of Engiand and Wales each 
of which had a population of 50,000 or over at the Census of 1911, 
the births registered last week numbered 9 ,607, and corresponded to 
an annual rate of 27°0 per 1,000. The deaths* among the civilian 
population only numbered 4,491, and corresponded to an annual 
rate of 13°2 per 1,000 of ‘their aggregate civilian population, 
which is estimatedt at 17,807,258 persons in the year 1919. In 
the +hree weeks ended May ‘Ist, May 8th, and May 15th the 
rates had been 14°2, 13°8, and 13-8 respectively. The infant 
mortality was 82, against 86, 88, and 83 in the preceding 
three weeks. Table 1 of = Return shows, for the several towns, 
the death-rates in each of the last four weeks; it also shows for 
the week ended last Saturday the births ae the deaths from 
certain individual causes. A column showing the number of deaths 
from influenza has been inserted inTablel. The aggregate number 
of deaths from influenza in the 96 great towns in each of the last 
thirteen weeks is shown in Table 3A.

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Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death- 
rates per 1,000 living :were :—from all causes, 19:0 in Hastings 
and in Halifax, 19°6 in South Shields, 20°3 in Blackburn, 23:7 in 
Sheffield, and 25°2 in Tynemouth; from measles, 1:6 in Swansea, 
1-7 in Wimbledon and in Blackburn, 1°8 in Newport (Mon.), and 
3°0 in Wigan ; from whooping cough, 1:6 in Middlesbrough, and 
1°9 in Carlisle; and from wmflwenza, 3°8 in Bury and 7°9- in 
Sheffield. No death from small-pox was registered in any of the 
ninety-six towns.

For LONDON there were 2,369 BIRTHS, corresponding to a rate 
of 27°2 per 1,000, and 1,005 pDEatHs of civilians, corresponding 
to a rate of 12°0; as against 15° 7, 13°05 and “12°5, per 1,000 in the 
three weeks ended May Ist, May 8th, and May 15th. The 
death-rate in the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 12°8 
per 1,000. The infant mortality was 68 against 63, 61, and 60 in 
the preceding three weeks. 


The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 3, 0, and 2 in the 
preceding three weeks, numbered 2, the average for the corresponding 
weeks of the previous five years being 2. The deaths from measles, 
which had been 45, 41, and 25 in the preceding three weeks, were 
again 25 last week, and were 18 below the average; 3 deaths 
belonged to the Borough of Southwark and 3 to Wandsworth. 
The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 4, 4, and 1 in the 
preceding three weeks, rose last week to 3, the average being 2. 
The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 28, 19, and 35 
in the preceding three weeks, fell last week to 17, and were 
8 below the average. ‘The deaths from diphtheria, which had 
been 15, 24, and 11 in the preceding three weeks, rose last 
week to 15, and were 6 above the average; 3 deaths belonged 
to Camberwell. ‘I'he deaths from diarrhea and enteritis under 
2 years of age, which had been 12, 15, and 14 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose last week to 19, and were 5 above the average ; 
8 deaths belonged to Deptford. The deaths from influenza 
numbered 31, as against 45, 31, and 32 in the preceding three weeks, 
and an average of 10. 


Different forms of violence caused 52 deaths, of which 50 were 
the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 52 deaths, 14 were cases 
of suicide and 1 of homicide, while the remaining 37 were attributed 
to other forms of violence. ‘Twelve of these latter were referred 
to vehicles in the streets, 4 to burns or scalds, 3 to drowning, and 0 
of infants under | year of age to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital, there were 21 cases of enteric. 
fever, 1 of small-pox, 56 of measles, 1,734 of scarlet fever, 25 of

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NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS. 


For the NINETY-SIX GREAT Towns of England and Wales each 
of which had a population of 50,000 or over at the Census of 1911, 
the births registered last week numbered 7,872, and corresponded to 
an annual rate of 22°] per 1,000. The deaths* among the civilian 
population only numbered 4,380, and corresponded to an annual 
rate of 12°38 per 1,000 of their aggregate civilian population, 
which is estimatedt at 17,807,258 persons in the year 1919. In 
the three weeks ended May 8th, May 15th, and May 22nd the 
rates had been 13°8, 18°8, and 15-2 respectively. The infant 
mortality was 100, against 83, 83, and 82 in the preceding 
three weeks. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, 
the death-rates in each of the last four weeks; it also shows for 
the week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from 
certain individual causes. A column showing the number of deaths 
from influenza has been inserted in Tablel. Theaggregate number 
of deaths from influenza in the 96 great towns in each of the last 
thirteen weeks is shown in Table 3A.

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Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death- 
rates per 1,000: living were:—from all causes, 18°9 in Carlisle, 
19-2 in Bury and in Sunderland, 19°3 in Middlesbrough, 25°5 in 
West Hartlepool, and 26°5 in Sheffield; from measles, 1°8 in 
Leicester, in Wigan and in Newport (Mon.), 1°9 in Dudley, 2°5 in 
Acton and in Blackburn, and 2°6 in Rhondda; and from influenza, 
4:7 in Carlisle and 8°5 in Sheffield. No death from small-pox 


was registered in any of the ninety-six towns.

For LONDON there were 2,096 BIRTHS, corresponding to a rate 
of 24°] per 1,000, and 1,010 brats of civilians, corresponding 
toa rate of 12°1, as against 138°0, 12°5, and_.12:0 per 1,000 in the 
three weeks ended May 8th, May 15th, and May 22nd. ‘The 
death-rate in the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 12:4 
per 1,000. The infant mortality was 79 against 61, 60, and 68 in 
the preceding three weeks. 


The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 0, 2, and 2 in the 
preceding three weeks, numbered 3, the average for the corresponding 
weeks of the previous five years being 1. The deaths from measles, 
which had been 41, 25, and 25 in the preceding three weeks, were 
24 last week, and were 8 below the average; 3 deaths belonged 
to the Borough of Islington and 8 to Bermondsey. ‘The deaths 
from scarlet fever, which had been 4, 1, and 3 in the preceding three 
weeks, were again 3 last week, and were equal to the average. 
The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 19, 35, and 17 
in the preceding three: weeks, fell last week to 14, and were 
8 below the average ; 3 deaths belonged to Poplar. he deaths from 
diphtheria, which had been 24, 11, and 15 in the preceding three 
weeks, rose last week to 17, and were 9 above the average; 3 
deaths belonged to Islington. ‘he deaths from diarrhea and 
enteritis under 2 years of age, which had been 15, 14, and 19 in 
the preceding three weeks, fell last week to 17, but were 6 above 
the average; 3 deaths belonged to Kensington. The deaths from 
influenza numbered 26, as against 31, 32, and 31 in the preceding 
three weeks, and an average of 8. 


Different forms of violence caused 41 deaths, of which 39 were 
the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 41 deaths, 10 were cases 
of suicide and 2 of homicide, while the remaining 29 were attributed 
to other forms of violence. Six of these latter were referred to 
vehicles in the streets, 4 to burns or scalds, 3 to drowning, and 2 of 
infants under 1 year of age to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.t 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital, there were 20 cases of enteric. 
fever, 52 of measles, 1,708 of scarlet fever, 22 of whooping-cough, 
and 1,797 of diphtheria under treatment in these hospitals on

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NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS. 


For the NINETY-SIX GREAT Towns of England and Wales each 
of which had a population of 50,000 or over at the Census of 1911, 
the births registered last week numbered 10 215, and corresponded to 
an annual rate of 29:6 per 1,000. ‘The deaths* among the civilian 
population only numbered 3.962, and corresponded to an annual 
rate of, 11°6 per 1,000 of their aggregate civilian population, 
- which is estimatedt at. 17,807,258 persons in the year, 1919. In 
the three weeks ended May 15th, May 22nd, and May. 29th the 
rates had been 13°8, 18°2, and 12-8 respectively. The infant 
mortality was 63, against 83, 82, and 100 in the preceding 
three weeks. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, 
the death-rates in each of the last four weeks; it also shows for 
the. week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from 
- certain individual causes. A column showing the number of deaths 
_ from influenza has been inserted in Table 1. The aggregate number 
of deaths from influenza in the 96 great towns in each of. the last 
thirteen weeks is shown in Table 3a.

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Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death- 
rates per 1,000 living were :—from all causes, 17°7 in Gloucester 
and in Sheffield, 18:9 in Carlisle, 20°5 in Barrow-in-Furness, and 
20°7 in West Hartlepool; from measles, 1°5 in Rhondda, and 2°0 
in Great Yarmouth; and from imfluenza, 4°0 in West Hartlepool, 
and 4°6 in Sheffield. No death from small-pox was registered in 
any of the ninety-six towns. 


LONDON.* (The Administrative County, including the 
City of London.) 


For LONDON there were 2,558 BIRTHS, corresponding to a rate 
of 29°4 per 1,000, and 920 bmEatHs of civilians, corresponding 
toa rate of 11-0, as against 12°5, 12-0, and 12°1 per 1,000 in the 
three weeks ended May 15th, May 22nd, and May 29th. The 
death-rate in the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 11:9 
per 1,000. The infant mortality was 48, against 60, 68, and 79 in 
the preceding three weeks, 


The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 2, 2, and 3 in the 
‘preceding three weeks, numbered 2, the average for the corresponding 
weeks of the previous five years being 1. The deaths from measles, 
which had been 25, 25, and 24 in the preceding three weeks, fell 
last week to 19, and were 17 below the average ; 3 deaths belonged. 
to the Borough of Paddington, and 3 each to Southwark, Bermondsey, 
and Battersea. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 1, 3, 
and 3 in the preceding three weeks, were again 3 last week, and 
were equal to the average. The deaths from whooping-cough, which 
had been 35, 17, and 14 in the preceding three weeks, were 18 last 
week, and 6 below the average; 4 deaths belonged to Camberwell. 
The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 11, 15, and 17 in the 
preceding three weeks, fell last week to 11, but were 3 above the 
average. ‘lhe deaths from diarrhea and enteritis under 2 years 
of age, which had been 14, 19, and 17 in the preceding three weeks, 
fell last week to 11, and were 2 below the average. The deaths 
from inflwenzo numbered 19, as against 32, 31, and 26 in the preceding 
thr2e weeks, and an average of 7. 


Different forms of violence caused 44 deaths, of which 43 were 
the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 44 deaths, 12 were cases. 
of suicide, while the remaining 32 were attributed to other forms. 
of violence. Eleven of these latter were referred to vehicles. 
in the streets, and 7 to drowning. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital, there were 23 cases of enteric: 
fever, 1 of smallpox, 55 of measles, 1,635 of scarlet fever, 24 of 
whooping-cough, and 1,747 of diphtheria under treatment in these.

205; of whooping-cough, 4 cases, against 1, 5, and 0; and of 
diphtheria, 186 cases, against 226, 218, and 191. ‘Table 9Q,

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NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS. 


For the NINETY-SIX GREAT Towns of England and Wales each 
of which had a population of 50,000 or over at the Census of 1911, 
the births registered last week Heitabered 9,701, and corresponded to 
an annual rate of 27°3 per 1,000. The deaths* among the civilian 
population only numbered 3.770, and corresponded to an annual 
rate of 11:0 per 1,000 of ‘their aggregate civilian population, 
which is estimatedt at 17,807,258 persons in the year 1919. In 
the three weeks ended May 29nd, May 29th, and June 5th the 
rates had been 18°2, 12°8, and 11°6 respectively. The infant 
mortality was 67, against 82, 101, and 63 in the preceding 
three weeks. Table 1 of this Retien shows, for the several towns, 
the death-rates in each of the last four yee it also shows foe 
the week ended. last Saturday the births andl the deaths from 
certain individual causes. A column showing the number of deaths 
from influenza has been inserted in'T'ablel. The aggregate number 
of deaths from influenza in the 96 great towns in each of vie last 
thirteen weeks is shown in Table BA.

The 
death-rate in the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 11:4 
per 1,000. The infant mortality was 50, against 68, 79 and 48, in 
the preceding three weeks. , 


There was 1 death from enteric fever, against 2, 3, and 2 in the 
preceding three weeks, the average for the corresponding weeks of 
the previous five years being 2. The deaths from measles, which 
had been 25, 24, and 19 in the preceding three weeks, were 18 
last week, and were 15 below the average ; 3 deaths belonged to 
the Borough of Southwark. The deaths from scarlet fever, which 
had been 3, 3, and 3 in the preceding three weeks, were again 3 
last week, the average being 2. The deaths from whooping-cough, 
which had been 17, 14, and 18 in the preceding three weeks, fell 
last week to 10, and were 5 below the average; 3 deaths belonged 
to Poplar. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 15, 17, and 
11 in the preceding three weeks, rose last week to 18, and were 4 
above the average. ‘lhe deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis under 
2 years of age, which had been 19, 17, and 11 in the preceding three 
weeks, rose last week to 20, and were 7 above the average; 5 deaths 
belonged to Islington. The deaths from influenza numbered 138, as 
against 31, 26, and 19 in the preceding three weeks, and an average 
of 6. 


Different forms of violence caused 46 deaths, of which 45 were 
the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 46 deaths, 12 were cases 
of suicide, and 8 of homicide, while the remaining 31 were attributed 
to other forms of violence. Seven of these latter were referred to 
vehicles in the streets, 2 to burns or scalds, and 3 to drowning. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.Tt 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital, there were 20 cases of enteric 
fever, 4 of smallpox, 54 of measles, 1,642 of scarlet fever, 20 of 
whooping-cough, and 1,722 of diphtheria under treatment in these

the week, as compared with those in the preceding three weeks, 
were as follows :—Of enteric fever, 1 case, against 3, 3, and 3; of 
small-pox, 3 cases, against 0, 0, 1; of measles, 14 cases, against 
12, 17, and 19; of scarlet fever, 228 cases, against 242, 205, and 
200; of whooping-cough, 0 case, against 5, 0, and 4; and of 
diphtheria, 197 cases, against 218, 191, and 186. ‘Table 9, 
compiled and furnished by the Medical Officer of Health of the 
Administrative County of London, shows the number of cases of 
Infectious Disease that were notified in the county during the week 
ended June oth, 1920.

For the NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS of England and Wales each 
of which had a population of 50,000 or over at the Census of 1911, 
the births registered last week numbered 9,428, and corresponded to 
an annual rate of 26°5 per 1,000. The deaths* among the civilian 
population only numbered 8,629, and corresponded to an annual 
rate of 10°6 per 1,000 of their aggregate civilian population, 
which is estimatedt at 17,807,258 persons in the year 1919. In 
the three weeks ended May 29th, June 5th, and June 12th, the 
rates had been 12°8, 11°6, and il-‘1 respectively. The infant 
mortality was 62, against I01, 63, and 67 in the preceding 
three weeks. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, 
the death-rates In each of the last four weeks; it also shows for 
the week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from 
certain individual causes. A column showing the number of deaths 
from influenza has been inserted in 'l'ablel. The aggregate number 
of deaths from influenza in the 96 great towns in each of the last 
thirteen weeks is shown in Table 3A.

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Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death- 
rates per 1,000 living were :—from all causes, 16°0 in Merthyr 
Tydfil, 16°5 in Newcastle-on-Tyne, 16°7 in West Hartlepool, 16°9 
in Blackpool, 17°0 in Carlisle, and 19:0 in Bootle ; from measles, 
1°8 in Leicester and in Wigan, 2°0 in Aberdare, and 2°4 in Newport 
(Mon.); and from whooping cough, 1:7 in Walsall. No death from 
small-pox was registered in any of the ninety-six towns.

For LONDON there were 2,293 BIRTHS, corresponding to a rate 
of 26°3 per 1,000, and 839 bDratTHsS of civilians, corresponding 
toa rate of 10°0, as against 12°1, 11°0, and 10°6 per 1,000 in the 
three weeks ended May 29th, June 5th, and June 12th. The 
death-rate in the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 10°9 
per 1,000. The infant mortality was 50, against 79, 48, and 50, in 
the preceding three weeks. 


The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 8, 2, and | in the 
preceding three weeks, numbered 1, the average for the corresponding 
weeks of the previous five years being 1. The deaths from measles, 
which had been 24, 19, and 18 in the preceding three weeks, fell. 
last week to 15, and were 13 below the average. ‘The deaths from 
scarlet fever, which had been 3, 3, and 8 in the preceding three 
weeks, were 2 last week, the average being 3. The deaths from 
whooping-cough, which had been 14, 13, and 10 in the preceding 
three weeks, fell last week to 7, and were 9 below the average. 
The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 17, 11, and 18 in the 
preceding three weeks, rose last week to 15, and were 8 above the 
average. ‘I'he deaths from diarrhea and enteritis under 2 years 
of age, which had been 17, 11, and 20 in the preceding three weeks, 
rose last week to 23, and were 13 above the average; 4 deaths 
belonged to the Borough of Poplar, and 4 to Southwark. The 
deaths from influenza numbered 7, as against 26, 19, and 13 in the 
preceding three weeks, and an average of 7. 


Different forms of violence caused 40 deaths, of which 39 were 
the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 40 deaths, 4 were cases 
of suicide, and 1 of homicide, while the remaining 35 were attributed 
to other forms of violence. Eleven of these latter were referred to 
vehicles in the streets, 3 to burns or scalds, 3 to drowning, and 1 of 
an infant under 1 year of age to suffocation in bed.

According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital, there were 20 cases of enteric

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hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during 
the week, as compared with those in the preceding three weeks, 
were as follows:—Of enteric fever, 2 cases, against 3, 3, and 1; of 
small-pox, 2 cases, against 0, 1, and 3; of measles, 22 cases, against 
17, 19, and 14; of scarlet fever, 270 cases, against 205, 200, and 
228; of whooping-cough, 0 case, against 0, 4, and 0; and of 
diphtheria, 190 cases, against 191, 186, and 197. ‘Table 9, 
compiled and furnished by the Medical Officer of Health of the 
Administrative County of London, shows the number of cases of 
Infectious Disease that were notified in the county during the week 
ended June 12th, 1920, :

For the NINETY-SIX GREAT Towns of England and Wales each 
of which had a population of 50,000 or over at the Census of 1911, 
the births registered last week numbered 9,743, and corresponded to 
an annual rate of 27°4 per 1,000. The deaths* among the civilian 
population only numbered 3.455, and corresponded to an annual 
rate of 10°, “per V,000' 70L ‘their aggregate civilian population, 
which is estimatedt at 17,807,258 persons in the year 1919. In 
the three weeks ended June "Sth, June 12th, and June 19th, the 
rates had been 11°6, 11:1, and 10°6 respectively. The infant 
mortality was 53, against 63, 67, and 62 in the preceding 
three weeks. Table 1 of vie Return shows, for the several towns, 
the death-rates in each of the last four oe it also shows for 
the week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from 
certain individual causes. A column showing the number of deaths 
from influenza has been inserted inTablel. The aggregate number 
of deaths from influenza in the 96 great towns in each of the last 
thirteen weeks is shown in Table 3a. |

For LONDON there were 2,406 BIRTHS, corresponding to a rate 
of 27°6 per 1,000, and 864 bma'rHs of civilians, corresponding 
toa rate of 10°3, as against 11:0, 10:6, and 10:0 per 1,000 in the 
three weeks ended June Sth, June 12th, and June 19th. The 
death-rate in the four weeks ended last Saturday. averaged 10°5 
per 1,000. The infant mortality was 54, ae 48, 50, and 50, in 
the pr receding three weeks. 


There was no death from enteric Fouen the numbers having been 
2, 1,and 1 in the preceding three weeks, and the average for the 
corresponding weeks of the previous five years being 2. The deaths 
from measles, which had been 19, 18, and 15 in the preceding three 
weeks, fell last week to 7, and were 17 below the average. There 
was no death from scarlet fever, the numbers having been 3, 38, and 
2.in the preceding three weeks, and the average being 3. The 
deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 13, 10, and 7 in the 
preceding three weeks, were 11 last week, being equal to the 
average. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 11, 13, and 
15 in the preceding three weeks, were 13 last week, being 3 above 
the average. ‘lhe deaths from diarrhea and enteritis under 2 
years of age, which-had been 11, 20, and 23 in the preceding three 
weeks, fell last week to 15, but were 2 above the average; 3 deaths 
belonged to the Borough of Lambeth. The deaths from inflwenza 
numbered 6, as against 19, 18, and 7 in the preceding three weeks, 
and an average of 5, 


Different forms of violence caused 50 deaths, all of which were 
the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 50 deaths, 9 were cases 
of suicide, and 2 of homicide, while the remaining 39 were attributed 
to other forms of violence. ‘Ten of these latter were referred to 
vehicles in the streets, 8 to drowning, and 4 to burns or scalds, 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.t 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital, there were 17 cases of enteric 
fever, 8 of small-pox, 58 of measles, 1,646 of scarlet fever, 20 of 
whooping-cough, and 1,668 of diphtheria under treatment in these

For the NINETY-SIX GREAT TowNs of England and Wales each 
of which had a population of 50,000 or over at the Census of 1911, 
the births registered last week numbered 9,210, and corresponded to 
an annual rate of 25:9 per 1,000. The deaths* among the civilian 
population only numbered 3,391, and corresponded to an annual 
rate of 9°9 per 1,000 of their aggregate civilian population, 
which is estimatedf at 17,807,258 persons in the year 1919. In 
the three weeks ended June 12th, June 19th, and June 26th, the 
rates had been 11°1, 10°6, and i0°1 respectively. The infant 
mortality was 63, against 67, 62, and 53 in the preceding 
three weeks. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, 
the death-rateg in each of the last four weeks; it also shows for 
the week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from 
certain individual causes. A column showing the number of deaths 
from influenza has been inserted in'l'ablel. The aggregate number 
of deaths from influenza in the 96 great towns in each of the last 
thirteen weeks is shown in T'able 3A.

For LONDON there were 2,337 BIRTHS, corresponding to a rate 
of 26°8 per 1,000, and 749 DuatHs of civilians, corresponding 
toa rate of 9°0, as against 10°6, 10°0, and :10°3. per 1,000 in the 
three weeks ended June 12th, June 19th, and June 26th. The 
death-rate in the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 10:0 
per 1,000. The infant mortality was 46, against 50, 50, and 54 in 
the preceding three weeks. 


There was no death from enteric fever, the numbers having been 
1, 1, and O in the preceding three weeks, and the average for the 
corresponding weeks of the previous five years being 1. ‘he deaths 
from measles, which had been 18, 15, and 7 in the preceding three 
- weeks, were again 7 last week, and were 15 below the average. ‘The 
deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 3, 2, and O in the 
preceding three weeks, were 2:last week, being equal to the average. 
.. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been-10, 7, and 11 in - 
the preceding three weeks, fell to 7 last week, being 7 below the 
average. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 18, 15, and 
13 in the preceding three weeks, were again 13 last week, being 5 
above the average; 3 deaths belonged to the Borough of Islington, 
and 3 to that of Hackney. ‘he deaths from diarrhea and enteritis 
under 2 years of age, which had been 20, 23, and 15 in the preceding 
three weeks, further fell to 11 last week, being equal to the average.

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NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS. 


For the NINETY-SIX GREAT Towns of England and Wales each 
of which had a population of 50,000 or over at the Census of 1911, 
the births registered last week numbered 9,179, and corresponded to 
an annual rate of 25°8 per 1,000. The deaths* among the civilian 
population only numbered 3.367, and corresponded to an annual 
rate of 9°9 per 1,000 of their aggregate civilian population, 
which is estimatedt at 17,807,258 persons in the year 1919. In 
the three weeks ended June 19th, June 26th, and July 8rd, the 
rates had been 10°6, 10°1, and 9°9 respectively. The infant 
mortality was 62, against 62, 53, and 63 in the preceding 
three weeks. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, 
the death-rates in each of the last four weeks; it also shows for 
the week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from 
certain individual causes. A column showing the number of deaths 
from influenza has been inserted inTablel. The aggregate number 
of deaths from influenza in the 96 great towns in each of the last 
thirteen weeks is shown in Table 3a.

For LONDON there were 2,187 BIRTHS, corresponding to a rate 
of 25°1 per 1,000, and 799 DHaAtTHS of civilians, corresponding 
toa rate of 9°6, as against 10°0, 10°3, and 9:0 per 1,000 in the 
three weeks ended June 19th, June 26th, and July 3rd. The 
death-rate in the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 9:7 
per 1,000. The infant mortality was 58, against 50, 54, and 46 in 
the preceding three weeks. 


The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 1, 0, and 0 in the 
preceding three weeks, numbered 1, the average for the corresponding 
weeks of the previous five years being 2. The deaths from measles, 
which had been 15, 7, and 7 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 
20 last week, but were 3 below the average; 3 deaths belonged to 
the Borough of Islington. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had 
been 2,0, and 2 in the preceding three weeks, were 3 last week, 
being equal to theaverage. The deathsfrom whooping-cough, which 
had been 7,11, and 7 in the preceding three weeks, fell to 3 last 
week, and were 12 below the average. The deaths from diphtheria, 
which had been 15, 13, and 18 in the preceding three weeks, fell 
to 8 last week, and were 3 below the average. ‘lhe deaths from 
diarrhoea and enteritis under 2 years of age, which had been 238, 15, 
and 11 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 19 last week, and were 
5 above the average; 3 deaths belonged to Kensington. The 
deaths from influenza numbered 3, as against 7, 6, and 4 in the 
preceding three weeks, and an average of 40. 


Different forms of violence caused 88 deaths, all of which were 
the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 38 deaths, 9 were cases 
of suicide, and 1 of homicide, while the remaining 28 were attributed 
to other forms of violence. Nine of these latter were referred to 
vehicles in the. streets, 6 to drowning, and 1 of an infant under 1 
year of age to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital, there were 24 cases of enteric 
fever, 38 of small-pox, 56 of measles, 1,755 of scarlet fever, 18 of 
whooping-cough, and 1,599 of diphtheria under treatment in these

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NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS. 


For the NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS of England and Wales each 
of which had a population of 50,000 or over at the Census of 1911, 
the births registered last week numbered 9,448, and corresponded to 
an annual rate of 26°6 per 1,000. The deaths* among the civilian 
population only numbered 3,381, and corresponded to an annual 
rate of 9°9 per 1,000 of their aggregate civilian population, 
which is estimatedt at 17,807,258 persons in the year 1919. In 
the three weeks ended June 26th, July 3rd, and July 10th, the 
rates had been 10°1, 9°9, and 9°9 respectively. The infant 
mortality was 57, against 53, 63, and 62 im the preceding 
three weeks. T'able 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, 
the death-rates in each of the last four weeks; it also shows for 
the week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from 
certain individual causes. A column showing the number of deaths 
from influenza has been inserted inTablel. Theaggregate number 
of deaths from influenza in the 96 great towns in each of the last 
thirteen weeks is shown in J'able 3A.

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Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death- 
rates per 1,000 living were :—from all causes, 13°7 in Newport (Mon.), 
13°8 in Blackpool’ and in. Wakefield, 14° 0 in Eastbourne, 15°3 in 
Merthyr Tydfil, 15:7 in Sunderland, and 17°5 in Wolverhampton ; 
from measles, 1°6 in Wolverhampton, 1:7 in Stockton-on-Tees, and 
123.in Northampton ; and from. whooping cough, 1:3 in Gateshead 
and 1°5 in Merthyr Ty afi. No death from small-pox was registered 
in any of the ninety-six towns. 


LONDON.* (‘The Administrative County, including the 
City of London.) 


For LONDON there were 2,389 BIRTHS, corresponding to a rate 
of 27°4 per 1,000, and 846 bDHatrus of civilians, corresponding 
toa rate of 10°1, as against 10°3,9°0, and 9°6 per 1,000 in the 
three weeks ended June 26th, July 83rd, and July 10th. ‘The 
death-rate in the fonr weeks ended last. Saturday averaged 9°8 
per 1,000. The infant mortality was 52, against 54, 46, and 58 in 
the preceding three weeks. 


The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 0, 0, and 1 in the 
preceding three weeks, numbered 2, the average for the cor responding 
weeks of the previous five years being 2. The deaths from measles, 
which had been 7, 7, and 20 in the preceding three weeks, fell last 
week to 5, and were 14 below the average. ‘The deaths from scarlet 
fever, which had. been QO, 2, and 3 in the preceding three weeks, fell 
last week to 2, the average being 3. The deaths from whooping- 
cough, which had been J1, 7, and 3 in the preceding three weeks, 
were 4 last week, and were 11 below the aver rage. ‘The deaths from 
diphtheria, which had been 13, 18, and 8 in the preceding three 
weeks, rose last week to 10, but were 1 below the average; 38 deaths 
belonged to the Borough of Deptford. ‘The deaths from diarrhea 
cand enteritis under 2 years of age, which had been 15, 11, and 19 
in the preceding three weeks, fell last week to 16, the average being 
15. The deaths from influenza numbered 6, as against 6, 4, and 3 
in the preceding three weeks and an average of 61. 


Different forms of violence caused 39 deaths, all of which were 
the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 39 deaths, 7 were cases 
of suicide and 1 of homicide, while the remaining 31 were attributed 
to other forms of violence. Hight of these latter were referred to 
vehicles in the streets, 4 to burns or scalds, 8 to drowning, and 1 
of an infant under | year of age to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital, there were 29 cases of 
enteric fever, 53 of measles, 1,855 of scarlet fever, 17 of 
whooping- cough, and 1,582 of diphtheria under treatment in these

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hospitals on Saturday last (Table 8). The admissions during 
the week, as compared with those in the preceding three weeks, 
were as follows :—Of enteric fever, 7 cases, against 1, 6, and 8; of 
measles, 10 cases, against 16, 12, and 10; of scarlet fever, 296 cases, 
against 279, 802, and. 272; of whooping-cough, 0 case, against 4, 2, 
and 2; and of diphtheria, 199 cases, against 206, 174, and 192. 
Table 9, compiled and furnished by the Medical Officer of Health 
of the Administrative County of London, shows the number of cases 
of Infectious Disease that were notified 1r the county during the

For the NINETY-SIX GREAT TowNSs of England and Wales each 
of which had a population of 50,000 or over at the Census of 1911, 
the births registered last week numbered 9,018, and corresponded to 
an annual rate of 25°4 per 1,000. The deaths* among the civilian 
population only numbered 3,342, and corresponded to an annual 
rate of 9°8 per 1,000 of their aggregate civilian population, 
which is estimatedt at 17,807,258 persons in the year 1919. In 
the three weeks ended July 3rd, July 10th, and July 17th, the 
rates had been 9°9, 9°9 and 9°9, respectively. The infant 
mortality was 57, against 63, 62, and 57 in the preceding 
three weeks. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, 
the death-rates in each of the last four weeks; it also shows for 
the week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from 
certain individual causes. A column showing the number of deaths 
from influenza has been inserted inTablel. The aggregate number 
of deaths from influenza in the 96 great towns in each of the last 
thirteen weeks is shown in T'able 3A.

For LONDON there were 2,297 BIRTHS, corresponding to a rate 
of 26°4 per 1,000, and 796 Dma'ras of. civilians, corresponding 
toa rate of 9:5, as against 9°6, 10-1, and 9:1 per 1,000 in the 
three weeks ended July 10th, July 17th, and July 24th.. The 
death-rate in the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 9°6 
per 1,000. The infant mortality was 60, against 58, 52, and 44, in 
the preceding three weeks. 


There was one death from enteric fever, against 1, 2, and O in 
‘the preceding three weeks, the average for the corresponding weeks 
of the previous five years being 2. The deaths from measles, which 
had been 20, 5, and 4 in the preceding three weeks, were 5 last 
_.week, and were 7 below the average. ‘The deaths from scarlet 
fever, which had been 8, 2, and 1 in the preceding three weeks, 
were 3 last week, and were equal to the average. The deaths from 
_whooping-cough, which had been 38, 4, and 4 in the preceding three 
weeks, rose to 7 last week, and were equal to the average. The

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NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS. 


For the NINETY-SIX GREAT Towns of England and Wales each 
of which had a population of 50,000 or over at the Census of 1911, 
the births registered last week numbered 8,269, and corresponded to 
an annual rate of 23°2 per 1,000. The deaths* among the civilian. 
population only numbered 3,279, and corresponded to an annual 
rate of 9°6 per 1,000 of their aggregate civilian population, 
which is estimatedt at 17,807,258 persons in the year 1919. In 
the three weeks ended July 17th, July 24th, and July 31st, the 
rates had been 9°9, 9°8 and 9°9, respectively. The infant 
mortality was 70, against 57, 57, and 57 in the preceding 
three weeks. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, 
the death-rates in each of the last four weeks; it also shows for 
the week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from 
certain individual causes. A column showing the number of deaths 
from influenza has been inserted in'l'ablel. The aggregate number 
of deaths from influenza in the 96 great towns in each of the last 
thirteen weeks is shown in 'T'able 34.

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Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death- 
rates per 1,000 living were :—from all causes, 14°4 in Tynemouth, 
14°6 in Blackpool, 15°4in Bury, 16°3 in Stockton-on-Tees, and 17:2 
in Hastings; and from measles, 2°0 in Aberdare. No death from 
small-pox was registered in any of the ninety-six towns. 


LONDON.* (‘The Administrative County, including the 
City of London.) 


For LONDON there were 2,155 BIRTHS, corresponding to a rate 
of 24°8 per 1,000, and 763 bratrHs of civilians, corresponding 
toa rate of 9:1, as against 10°1, 9°1, and 9°5 per 1,000 in the 
three weeks ended July 17th, July 24th, andJuly 31st. The 
death-rate in the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged. 9:5 
per 1,000. The infant mortality was 51, against 52, 44, and 60, in 
the preceding three weeks. 


The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 2, 0, and 1 in 
the preceding three weeks, numbered 2, the average for the 
corresponding weeks of the previous five years being 1. There was 
one death from measles, against 5, 4, and 5 1n the preceding three 
weeks, and an average of 15. ‘There was one death from scarlet 
fever, against 2, J, and 3 in the preceding three weeks, and an 
average of 2. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 
4,4, and 7 in the preceding three weeks, fell last week to 3, and 
were 7 below the average. The deaths from diphtheria, which had 
been 10, 18, and 138 in the preceding three weeks, fell last week 
to 8, and were 4 below the average; 3 deaths belonged to the 
Borough of Islington. ‘The deaths from diarrhea and enteritis 
under 2 years of age, which had been 16, 20, and 28 in the preceding 
three weeks, fell last week to 17, and were 8 below the average ; 
3 deaths belonged to Islington and 3 to Shoreditch. ‘he deaths 
from influenza numbered 9, as against 6, 2, and 5 in the préceding 
three weeks and an average of 10. 


Different forms of violence caused 41 deaths, all of which were 
the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 41 deaths, 8 were cases 
of suicide and 1 of homicide, while the remaining 32 were attributed 
to other forms of violence. Nine of these latter were referred to 
vehicles in the streets, 3 to drowning, and 3 of infants under 1 year 
of age to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital, there were 29 cases of 
enteric fever, 42 of measles, 2,022 of scarlet fever, 13 of 
whooping-cough, and 1,469 of diphtheria under treatment in these

For the NINETY-SIX GREAT 'TowNs of England and Wales each 
of which had a population of 50,000 or over at the Census of 1911, 
the births registered last week numbered 9,532, and corresponded to 
an annual rate of 26°8 per 1,000. The deaths* among the civilian 
population only numbered 3,226, and corresponded to an annual 
rate of 9°4 per 1,000 of their aggregate civilian population, 
which is estimatedf at 17,807,258 persons in the year 1919. In 
the three weeks ended July 24th, July 3lst, and August 7th, the 
rates had been 9°8, 9°9 and 9°6, respectively. The infant 
mortality was 56, against 57, 57, and 70 in the preceding three 
three weeks. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, 
the death-rates in each of the last four weeks; it also shows for 
the week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from 
certain individual causes. A column showing the number of deaths 
from influenza has been inserted in'T'ablel. The aggregate number 
of deaths from influenza in the 96 great towns in each of the last 
thirteen weeks is shown in Table 3A.

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Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death- 
rates per 1,000 living were :—from all causes, 15°0 in Ealing, 15°2 
in Oldham and in Aberdare, 16°1 in Barnsley, and 17°3 in South 
Shields; and from measles, 2°2 in Merthyr Tydfil. No death from 
small-pox was registered in any of the ninety-six towns.

For LONDON there were 2,335 BIRTHS, corresponding to a rate 
of 26°8 per 1,000, and 710 pmratus of civilians, corresponding 
to a rate of 8°5, as against 9-1, 9°5, and-O-1 per 1,000 an the 
three weeks ended July 24th, July 31st, and August 7th. The 
death-rate in the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 9:1 
per 1,000. The infant mortality was 43, against 44, 60, and 51, in 
the preceding three weeks. 


There was no death from enteric fever, against 0, 1, and 2 in 
the preceding three weeks, the average for the corresponding weeks 
of the previous five years being 1. There was one death from 
measles, against 4, 5, and 1 in the preceding three weeks, and an 
average of 18. ‘The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 1, 
83, and J in the preceding three weeks, were 2 last week, and were 
‘equal to the average. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had 
been 4, 7, and 3 in the preceding three weeks, were 4 last week, 
and were 3 below the average. ‘lhe deaths from diphtheria, which 
had been 13, 18, and 8 in the preceding three weeks, rose last week 
to 18, and were 11 above the average; 3 deaths belonged to the 
Borough of Islington. ‘The deaths from diarrhea and enteritis 
under 2 years of age, which had been 20, 28, and 17 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose to 20 last week, but were 15 below the average. 
The deaths from aflwenza numbered 6, as agamst 2, 5, and 9 in the 
preceding three weeks and an average of 6. 


Different forms of violence caused 39 deaths, of which 38 were 
the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 39 deaths, 10 were cases 
of suicide and 1 of homicide, while the remaining 28 were attributed 
to other forms of violence. ‘en of these latter were referred to 
vehicles in the streets, 2 to burns or scalds, and 3 to drowning. 


CASKS OF INFECTIOUS DISKASK.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital, there were 26 cases of 
enteric fever, 35 of measles, 2,106 of scarlet fever, 15 of 
whooping-cough, and 1,413 of diphtheria under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during

For the NINETY-SIX GREAT Towns of England and Wales each 
of which had a population of 50,000 or over at the Census of 1911, 
the births registered last week numbered 8 o18, and corresponded to 
an annual rate of 23°9 per 1,000. The deaths* among the civilian 
population only numbered 3 394, and corresponded to an annual 
rate of 9°9 per 1,000 of their aggregate civilian population, 
which is petnatedt at 17,807,258 persons in the year 1919, ie 
the three weeks ended July ‘31st, August 7th, and August 14th, the 
rates had been 9°9, 9°6, and 9-4 respectively. The infant 
mortality was 70, against BT, 70, and 56 in the preceding three 
three weeks. Me tole lof is Roa shows, for the several towns, 
the death-rates in each of the last four weeks ; it also shows for 
the week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from 
certain individual causes. A column showing the number of deaths 
from influenza has been inserted inTablel. Theaggregate number 
of deaths from influenza in the 96 great towns in each of the last 
thirteen weeks is shown in Table 3A.

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Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death- 
rates per 1,000 living were :—from all causes, 14°4 in Bradford, 
14°6.in Gloucester, 14°8 in Wakefield, 15:4 in South Shields, 15-7 
in West Bromwich, and 16°0 in Burnley; and from measles, 1°6 
in Wolverhampton. No death from small-pox was registered in any 
of the ninety-six towns. 


LONDON.* (The Administrative County, including the 
City of London.) 


For LONDON there were 2,075 BIRTHS, corresponding to a rate 
of 23°8 per 1,000, and 815 pma'ras of civilians, corresponding 
to a rate of 9°8, as against 9°5, 9°1, and 8°5 per 1,000 in the 
three weeks ended July 3lst, August 7th, and August 14th. The 
death-rate in the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 9:2 
per 1,000. The infant mortality was 64, against 60, 51, and 43, in 
the preceding three weeks. 


There was one death from enteric fever, against 1, 2,and 0 in 
the preceding three weeks, the average for the corresponding weeks 
of the previous five years being 2. There was one death from 
measles, against 5, 1, and 1 in the preceding three weeks, and an 
average of 9. There was no death from scarlet fever, against 3, 1, 
and 2 in the preceding three weeks, and anaverageof 1. The deatlis 
from whooping-cough, which had been 7, 38, and 4 in the preceding 
three weeks, were 3 last week, and were 3 below the average. The 
deaths from diphtheria, which had been 13, 8, and 18 in the 
preceding three weeks, fell last week to 15, but were 5 above the 
average; 4 deaths belonged to the Borough of Lambeth. ‘The 
deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis wnder 2 years of age, which 
had. been 28, 17, and 20 in the preceding three weeks, further rose 
last week to 30, but were 16 below the average; 4 deaths belonged 
to Stepney, and 3 to Hackney. The deaths from inflwenza numbered 
3, as against 5, ”, and 6 in the preceding three weeks and an average 
of 5. 


Different forms of violence caused 49 deaths, of which 48 were 
the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 49 deaths, 10 were cases 
of suicide, while the remaining 39 were attributed to other forms of 
violence. ‘Ten of these latter were referred to vehicles in the streets, 
2 to burns or scalds, 3 to drowning, and 3 of infants under one year 
of age to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE. 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital, there were 21 cases of 
enteric fever, 382 of measles, 2,150 of scarlet fever, 21 of 
whooping-cough, and 1,362 of diphtheria under treatment in these | 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). ‘The admissions during

For the NINETY-SIX GREAT TowNS of ‘England-and Wales:each 
of which had a population of 50,000 or over at the Census of. 1911, 
the births registered last week numbered 8 1/90, and corresponded to 
an annual rate of 24°7 per 1,000. The deaths* among the civilian 
population only numbered 3.395, and corresponded to an annual 
rate of 9°9 per 1,000 of their aggregate civilian population, 
which is estimatedt at 17,807,258 persons in the year 1919. In 
the three weeks ended August. ith, August 14th, and August 21st, 
the rates had been 9°6, 9°4, dl 9-9 respectively. The infant 
mortality was 71, against 70, 56, and 70 in the preceding three 
three weeks. Table 1 of this Rowen shows, for the several towns, 
the death-rates in each of the last four weeks: it also shows for 
the week ended last Saturday the births dna the deaths from 
certain individual causes. A column showing the number of deaths 
from influenza has been inserted in'l'ablel. The aggregate number 
.of deaths from influenza in the 96 great towns in each of the last 
thirteen weeks is shown in T'able 3A.

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Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death- 
rates per 1,000 living were :—from all causes, 14°2 in Aberdare, 
15°2 in Norwich, 16°3 in Bury, 16°8 in South Shields, 17:2 in 
Stockton-on-Tees, and 17°5 in West Hartlepool; and from measles, 
1:2 in Northampton and in Middlesbrough. No death from small- 
pox was registered in any of the ninety-six towns. 


LONDON.* (The Administrative County, including the 
City of London.) 


For LONDON there were 2,294 BIRTHS, corresponding to a rate 
of 26°3 per 1,000, and 818 pDratrus of civilians, corresponding 
to a rate of 9°7, as against 9°1, 3°5, and 9°8 per 1,000 in the 
three weeks ended August 7th, August 14th, and August 21st. The 
death-rate in the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 9°3 
per 1,000. The infant mortality was 58, against 51, 43, and 64, in 
the preceding three weeks. 


There was no death from enteric fever, against 2, V0, and 1 in 
the preceding three weeks, the average for the corresponding weeks 
of the previous five years being 2. The deaths from measles, which 
had been 1, 1, and 1 in the preceding three weeks, rose last week 
to 3, but were 9 below the average. ‘The deaths from scarlet fever, 
which had been 1, 2, and 0 in the preceding three weeks, rose last 
week to 5,and were A4above the aver age. Thedeathsfrom whooping- 
cough, which had been 3, 4, and 3 in the preceding three weeks, 
rose last week to 5, the average being 6. ‘The deaths from diphtheria, 
which had been 8, 18, and 15 in the preceding three weeks, were 
again 15 last week, and were 8 above the average. ‘lhe deaths 
from diarrhea and enteritis under 2 years of age, which had been 
17, 20, and 380 in the preceding three weeks, further rose last week 
to 88, but were 27 below the average; 5*deaths belonged to the 
Borough of Stepney, and 5 to Lambeth. The deaths from influenza 
numbered 5, as against 9, 6, and 3 in the preceding three weeks and 
an average of 6. 


Different forms of violence caused 45 deaths, of which 42 were 
the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 45 deaths, 9 were cases 
of suicide, and 2 of homicide, while the remaining 34 were attributed 
to other forms of violence. Five of these latter were referred to 
vehicles in the streets, and 7 to drowning. 


VASES OF INFECTIOUS DISKASE.T 


_ According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and trom the London Fever Hospital, there were 17 cases of 
enteric fever, 27 of measles, 2,266 of scarlet fever, 21° of 
whooping-cough, and 1,391 of diphtheria under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3).

For the NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS of England and Wialas each 
of which had a population. of 50,000 or over at the Census of 1911, 
the births registered last week numbered 8,498, and corresponded to 
an annual rate of 23-9 per 1,000. The deaths* among the civilian 
population only. numbered 3 427, and corresponded to an annual 
rate of 10°0 per 1,000 of their aggregate civilian population, 
which is estimated} at 17,807,258 persons m the year 1919. -In 
the three weeks ended August 14th, August 21st, and August 28th, 
the rates had been 9°4, 9°9, and '9°9 respectively. The infant 
mortality was 72, against 56, 70, and 71 in the preceding three 
three weeks. Table I of this Return shows, for the several towns, 
the death-rates m each of the last four weeks;-it also shows for 
the week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from 
certain individual causes. A column showing the number of deaths 
from influenza has been inserted inTablel. The aggregate number 
of deaths from influenza in the 96 great towns in each of the last 
thirteen weeks is shown in T'able 5a.

For LONDON there were 2,134 BIRTHS, corresponding to a rate 
of 24°5 per 1,000, and 809 bDratHs of civilians, corresponding 
to a rate of 9°7, as against 8°5, 9°8, and. 9-7 per 1,000 in the 
three weeks ended August 14th, August 21st, and August 28th. The 
death-rate in the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 9°4 
per 1,000. The infant mortality was 57, against 43, 64, and 58, in 
the preceding three weeks. 


There was one death from enteric fever, against 0, 1, and O in 
the preceding three weeks, the average for the corresponding weeks 
of the previous five years being 2. ‘There was one death from 
measles, against 1, 1, and 3 in the preceding three weeks, and an 
average of 8. ‘he deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 2, 0, 
and 5 in the preceding three weeks, fell to 2 last week and were 
equal to the average. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had 
been 4, 3, and 5 in the preceding three weeks, fell to 2 last week, 
and were 7 below the average. ‘he deaths from diphtheria, which 
had been 18, 15, and 15 in the preceding three weeks, fell to 13 
last week, but were 7 abovethe average. ‘I'he deaths from diarrheea 
and enteritis under 2 years of age, which had been 20, 380, and 38 
in the preceding three weeks, fell to 34 last week, and were 57 below 
the average. There was no death from influenza, as against 6, 3, 
and 5 in the preceding three weeks and an average of 3. 


Different forms of violence caused 39 deaths, of which 38 were 
the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 39 deaths, 11 were cases 
of suicide, while the remaining 28 were attributed to other forms of 
violence. Twelve of these latter were referred to vehicles in the 
streets, and 3 to drowning. 


CASKS OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital, there were 18 cases of 
enteric fever, 2/7 of measles, 2,402 of scarlet fever, 23 of 
whooping-cough, and 1,404 of diphtheria under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during

For the NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS of England and Wales each 
of which had a population of 50,000 or over at the Census of 1911, 
the births registered last week numbered 8,844, and corresponded to 
an annual rate of 24°9 per 1,000. The deaths* among the civilian 
population only numbered 3,506, and corresponded to an annual 
rate of 10°83 per 1,000 of their aggregate civilian population, 
which is estimatedt at 17,807,258 persons in the year 1919. In 
the three weeks ended August 21st, August 28th, and September 4th, 
the rates had been 9°9,9°9, and 10°0 respectively. The .infant 
mortality was 75, against 70, 71, and 72 in the preceding three 
three weeks. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, 
the death-rates in each of the last four weeks; it also shows for 
the week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from 
certain individual causes. A column showing the number of deaths 
from influenza has been inserted inTablel. Theaggregate number 
of deaths from influenza in the 96 great towns in each of the last 
thirteen weeks is shown in l'able 3a.

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Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death- 
rates per 1,000 living were :—tfrom all causes, L6°2 ax Tynemouth, 
16°3 in Stockton-on- Tees, 17°8 in South Shields, 18°3 in West 
Hartlepool, 18°7 in Dewsbury, and 18°8 in Warrington; and from 
duphtheria, 1:0 in Willesden. No death from small-pox was regis- 
tered in any of the ninety-six towns.

For LONDON there were 2,219 BIRTHS, corresponding to a rate 
of 25:5 per 1,000, and 838 pDkrATHS of civilians, corresponding 
to a rate of 10°0, as against. 9°38, 9°7, and 9-7 per 1,000 in-the 
three weeks ended August 21st, August 28th, and September 4th. 
The death-rate in the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 
9°8 per 1,000. The infant mor tality was 72, against 64, 58,.and 57 
in the pr eceding three weeks. 


There was no death from enteric fever, the numbers having been 
1, 0, and 1 in the preceding three weeks, and the average for the 
corresponding weeks of the previous five years being 2. The 
deaths from measles, which had been 1, 3, and 1 in the preceding 
three weeks, rose last week to oe and were 1 below the average. 
The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 0, 5, and 2 in the 
preceding three weeks, rose last week to 0, and were 3 above the 
average. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 3, 5, 
and 2 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 3 last week, but were 
5 below the average. The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 
15, 15, and 13 in the preceding three weeks, rose last week to 15, 
and were 6 above the average; 4 deaths belonged to the Borough of 
Islington. he deaths from diarrhea and enteritis under 2 years of 
age, which had been 30, 38, and 54 in the preceding three weeks, 
rose last week to 43, but were 63 below the average; 5 belonged to 
Stepney, and 4 each to Battersea and to Wandsworth. The deaths 
from wnflwenza numbered 2 as against 8,5, and O in the preceding 
three weeks and an average of 5. 


Different forms of violence caused. 36 deaths, of which 35 were 
the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 36 deaths, 6 were cases 
of suicide, while the remaining 30 were attributed to other forms of 
violence. Eleven of these latter were referred to vehicles in the 
streets, 6 to drowning, and 2 of infants under one year of age to 
suffocation i in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASK.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital, there were 22 cases of 
enteric fever, 23 of measles, 2,633 of scarlet fever, 22 of 
whooping-cough, and 1,484 of diphtheria under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during

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NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS. 


For the NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS of England and Wales each 
of which had a population of 50,000 or over at the Census of 1911, 
the births registered last week numbered 8,069, and corresponded to 
an annual rate of 22°7 per 1,000. The deaths* among the civilian 
population only numbered 3,494, and corresponded to an annual 
rate of 10°2 per 1,000 of their aggregate civilian population, 
which is estimatedt at 17,807,258 persons in the year 1919. In 
the three weeks ended August 23th, September 4th, and September 
11th, the rates had been 9°9, 10°0,and 10°3 respectively. The infant 
mortality was 79, against 71, 72, and 75 in the preceding three 
three weeks. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, 
the death-rates in each of the last four weeks; it also shows for 
the week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from 
certain individual causes. A column showing the number of deaths 
from influenza has been inserted in'T'ablel. The aggregate number 
of deaths from influenza in the 96 great towns in each of the last 
thirteen weeks is shown in Table 3.

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Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death- 
rates per 1,000 living were:—from all cawses, 14°6 in Blackpool 
and in Stockton-on-Tees, 15:0in Bath, 15°4 in Bury, 15°5in Wigan, 
and 16°6 in Rotherham; and from whooping cough, 1°6 in 
Wolverhampton. No death from small-pox was registered in any 
of the ninety-six towns. 


LONDON.* (‘The Administrative County, including the 
City of London.) 


For LONDON there were 1,876 BIRTHS, corresponding to a rate 
of 21°5 per 1,000, and 821 Dmeatrus of civilians, corresponding 
to a rate of 9°8, as against 9:7, 9:7, and 9:9 per 1,000-in the 
three weeks ended August 28th, September Ath, and September 11th. 
The death-rate in the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 
9°8 per 1,000. The infant mortality was 79, against 58, 57, tel 72 
in the preceding three weeks. 


There was one death from enteric fever, which had been 0, 1, and 
0 in the preceding three weeks, the average for the corresponding 
weeks of the previous five years being 2. ‘The deaths from 
measles, which had been 8, 1, and 5 in the preceding three weeks, 
fell to 3 last week, and were 2 below the average. The deaths from 
scarlet fever, which had been 5, 2, and 5 in the preceding three 
weeks, fell to 2 last week and were equal to the average. ‘The 
deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 5, 2, and 3 in the 
preceding three weeks, were again 3 last week, and were 7 below 
the average. ‘he deaths from diphtheria, which had been 15, 13, 
and 14 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 15 last week and 
were 7 above the average; 4 deaths belonged to the Borough of 
Islington. ‘he deaths from diarrhea and enteritis under 2 years of 
age, which had been 38, 34, and 43 in the preceding three weeks, 
further rose last week to 46, but were 50 below the average; 6 
deaths belonged to Hackney and 5 each to Shoreditch, Stepney, and 
Camberwell. The deaths from wiflwenza numbered 7 as against 9, 
O, and 2 in the preceding three weeks and an average of 7. 


Different forms of violence caused 30 deaths, of which 29 were 
the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 30 deaths, 6 were cases 
of suicide, while the remaining 24 were attributed to other forms of 
violence. Seven of these latter were referred to vehicles in the 
streets, 4 to drowning, and | of an infant under one year of age to 
suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital, there were 16 cases of 
enteric fever, 22 of measles, 2,953 of scarlet fever, 19 of 
whooping-cough, and 1,591 of diphtheria under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during

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NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS. 


For the NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS of England and Wales each 
of which had a population of 50,000 or over at the Census of 1911, 
the births registered last week numbered 8,635, and corresponded to 
an annual rate of 24°3 per 1,000. The deaths* among the civilian 
population only numbered 3,653, and corresponded to an annual 
rate of 10°7 per 1,000 of their aggregate civilian population, 
which is estimatedt at 17,807,258 persons in the year 1919. In 
the three weeks ended September 4th, September 1 lth, and September 
18th, the rates had been 10°0,10°3 and 10°2, respectively. The infant 
mortality was 79, against 72, 75, and 79 in the preceding three 
three weeks. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, 
the death-rates in each of the last four weeks; it also shows for 
the week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from 
certain individual causes. A column showing the number of deaths 
from influenza has been inserted in'T'ablel. The aggregate number 
of deaths from influenza in the 96 great towns in each of the last 
thirteen weeks is shown in T'able 3A.

Hartlepool, 17°6 in Middlesbrough, and 18°2 in Barnsley. No 
death from small-pox was registered in any of the ninety-six towns.

For LONDON pees were 2,093 BIRTHS, corresponding to a rate 
of 24°0 per 1,000, and 825 pDmHATHS of civilians, corresponding 
to a rate of 9°9, as against 9°7, 9°9, and 9°8 per 1,000 in the 
thtea weeks ended September 4th, September 11th, and September 
18th. The death-rate in the four weeks ended last Saturday 
averaged 9°8 per 1,000. ‘The infant mortality was 65, against 
67, 72, and 79 in the preceding three weeks. 


There was no death from enteric fever, against 1, 0, and 1 in the 
preceding three weeks, the average for the corresponding weeks of 
the previous five years being 1... The deaths from measles, which 
had been 1, 5, and 3 in the preceding three weeks, were 2 last 
week, and were 5 below the average. There was one death from. 
scarlet fever, against 2, 5, and 2 in the preceding three weeks, and 
an average of 2. There was one death from whooping-cough, against 
2, 3, and 38 in the preceding three weeks, and an average of 7. 
The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 13, 14, and 15 in the 
preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 22, and were 14 
above the average; 5 deaths belonged to the Borough of Islington, 
and 3 each to St. Pancras and Poplar. ‘The deaths from diarrhea 
and enteritis under 2 years of age, which had been 34, 43, and 46, 
in the preceding three weeks, fell last week to 39, and were 69 
below the average ; 4 deaths belonged to Kensington, 4 to Battersea, 
and 4 to Camberwell. The deaths from influenza numbered 6 as 
against 0, 2, and 7 in the preceding three weeks and an average 
ot 4. 

Different forms of violence caused 35 deaths, all of which were 
the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 35 deaths, 7 were cases 
of suicide, and 2 of homicide, while the remaining 26 were attributed 
to other forms of violence. Thirteen of these latter were referred 
to vehicles in the streets, 1 to burns or scalds, and 1 to drowning. 


CASHES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASK.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the, London Ifever Hospital, there were 15 cases of 
enteric fever, 19 of measles, 3,805 of scarlet fever, 20 of 
whooping-cough, and 1,700 of diphtheria under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). ‘The admissions during

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NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS. 


For the NINETY-SIX GREAT TowNs of England and Wales each 
of which had a population of 50,000 or over at the Census of 1911, 
the births registered last week numbered 8,408, and corresponded to 
an annual rate of 23°6 per 1,000. ‘The deaths* among the civilian ° 
population only numbered 3,740, and corresponded to an annual 
rate of 11°0 per 1,000 of their aggregate civilian population, 
which is estimatedt at 17,807,258 persons in the year 1919. In the 
three weeks ended September 1{th, September 18th, and September 
25th, the rates had been 10°3, 10°2, and 10-7 respectively. The infant 
mortality was 80, against 75, 79, and 79 in the preceding three 
weeks. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, - 
the death-rates in each of the last four weeks; it also shows for 
the week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from 
certain individual causes. A column showing the number of deaths 
from influenza has been inserted inTablel. Theaggregate number 
of deaths from influenza in the 96 great towns in each of the last 
thirteen weeks is shown in T’'able 34.

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Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death- 
rates per 1,000 living were :—from all causes, 15°0 in South Shields, 
15°6 in Middlesbrough, 16°4 in Lincoln, 16°7 in Dewsbury and in 
Merthyr Tydfil, 18-3 in Aberdare, and 20°2 in Barnsley. No death 


from small-pox was registered in any of the ninety-six towns.

For LONDON there were 2,165 BIRTHS, corresponding to a rate 
of 24°9 per 1,000, and 861 Dma'rus of civilians, corresponding 
to a. rate of 10°8, as against 9°9, 9°38, and 9°9 per 1,000-in the 
three weeks ended September 11th, September ]8th, and September 
25th. The death-rate in the four weeks ended last Saturday 
averaged 10°0 per 1,000. The infant mortality was 66, against 
72, 79, and 65 in the preceding three weeks. 


The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 0, 1, and 0 in the 
preceding three weeks, numbered 2, the average for the corresponding 
_ weeks of the previous five years being 1. ‘There was no death 
from measles last week, against 5, 3, and 2 in the preceding three 
weeks, and anaverage of 5. ‘The deaths from scarlet fever, which had 
been 5, 2, and 1 in the preceding three weeks, rose last week to 11, 
and were 9 above the average; 4 deaths belonged to the Borough 
of Lambeth. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 
3, 3, and | in the preceding three weeks, were 3 last week, and 
were 6 below the average. ‘lhe deaths from diphtheria, which had 
been 14, 15, and 22 in the preceding three weeks, were 18 last 
week, and were 7 abgye the average; 3 deaths belonged to Ishngton. 
he deaths from diarrhea and enteritis under 2 years of age, which 
had been 43, 46, and 39, in the preceding three weeks, further fell 
last week to 33, and were 79 below the average; 4 deaths belonged 
to Southwark, and 3 each to Fulham, Shoreditch, Stepney, and 
Battersea. The deaths from anfluenza numbered 5 as against 2, 
7, and 6 in the preceding three weeks and an average of 7. 


Different forms of violence caused 35 deaths, of which 32 were 
the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 33 deaths, 11 were cases 
of suicide, and 1 of homicide, while the remaining 21 were attributed 
to other forms of violence. Seven of these latter were referred to 
vehicles in the streets, 2 to drowning, and 1 to burns or scalds. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASK.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital, there were 14 cases of 
enteric fever, 18 of measles, 3,717 of scarlet fever, 20 of 
whooping-cough, and 1,778 of diphtheria under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (‘l'able 3). The admissions during

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NINETY-SIX GREAT: TOWNS. 


For the NINETY-SIX GREAT TowNs of England and Wales each 
of which had a population of 50,000 or over at the Census of 1911, 
the births registered last week numbered 8,584, and corresponded to 
an annual rate of 24°1 per 1,000. The deaths* among the civilian 
population only numbered 3,720, and corresponded to an annual 
rate of 10°9 per 1,000 of their aggregate civilian population, 
which is estimated? at 17,807,258 persons in the year 1919. In the 
three weeks ended September 18th, September 25th, and October 
2nd, the rates had been 10°2,10°7, and 11‘O respectively. The infant 
mortality was 84, against 79, 79, and 80 in the preceding three 
weeks. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, 
the death-rates in each of the last four weeks; it also shows for 
the week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from 
certain individual causes. A column showing the number of deaths 
from influenza has been inserted in Tablel. The aggregate number 
of deaths from influenza in the 96 great towns in each of the last 
thirteen weeks is shown in Table 3a.

LONDON.* (The Administrative County, including the 
City of london.) 


For LONDON there were 2,207 BIRTHS, corresponding to a rate 
of 25°3 per 1,000, and 874 beatrHs of civilians, corresponding 
to a rate of 10°5, as against 9°8, 9°9, and 10°3 per 1,000 in the 
three weeks ended September 18th, September 25th, and October 
2nd. ‘The death-rate in the four weeks ended last Saturday 
averaged 10°1 per 1,000. The infant mortality was 63, against 
79, 65, and 66 in the preceding three weeks. | 


The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 1, 0, and 2 in the 
preceding three weeks, numbered 2, the average for the corresponding 
weeks of the previous five years being 2. There was one death 
from measles, against 3, 2, and 0 in the preceding three weeks, and 
an average of 6. ‘The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been’ 
2, 1, and 11 in the preceding three weeks, fell last week to 3, the 
average being 2. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 
3, 1, and 38 in the preceding three weeks, fell last week to 2 and 
were 3 below the average. ‘I'he deaths from diphtheria, which had 
been 15, 22, and 18 in the preceding three weeks, were 17 last 
week, and were 6 above the average; 5 deaths belonged to the 
Borough of Islington and 3 to Poplar. ‘The deaths from diarrhea 
and enteritis wnder 2 years af age, which had been 46, 39, and 33 
in the preceding three weeks, rose last week to 50, but were 49 
below the average; 6 deaths belonged to Greenwich. The deaths 
from iuflwenza numbered 5 as against 7,6, and 5 in the preceding 
three weeks and an average of 8. 


Different forms of violence caused 34 deaths, of which 33 were 
the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 34 deaths, 8 were cases 
of suicide, and 1 of homicide, while the remaining 25 were attributed 
to other forms of violence. Seven of these latter were referred to 
vehicles in the streets, 1 to burns or scalds, and 3 to drowning, 


CASus OF INFECTIOUS DISKASK.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital, there were 14 cases of 
enteric fever, 26 of measles, 4,12] of scarlet fever, 23 of 
whooping-cough, and 1,884 of diphtheria under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (T'able 3). ‘The admissions during

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NINETY-SIX GREAT ‘TOWNS. 


For the NINETY-SIX GREAT owns of England and Wales each 
of which had a population of 50,000 or over at the Census of 1911, 
the births registered last week numbered 8,468, and corresponded to 
an annual rate of 23°8 per 1,000. The deaths* among the civilian 
population only numbered 3.670, and corresponded to an annual 
rate of 10°7 per 1,000 of their aggregate civilian population, 
which is estimatedt at 17,807,258 persons in the year 1919. In the 
three weeks ended September 25th, October 2nd, and October 
9th, the rates had been 10-7, 11°0,and 10: 9 respectively. The infant 
mortality was 87, against 79, 80, and 84 in the preceding three 
weeks. Table 1 of this era shows, for the several towns, 
the death-rates in each of the last four mpeckesl; it also shows ie 
the week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from 
certain individual causes. A column showing the number of deaths 
from influenza has been inserted inTablel. The aggregate number 
of deaths from influenza in the 96 great towns in each of the last 
thirteen weeks is shown in Table 3a.

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Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death- 
rates per 1,000 living were :—from all causes, 15°4in Wolverhampton, 
15°5 in St. Helens, Wigan, and Burnley, 15-6 in Gillingham, 16°53 
in Bury, 16°9 in Preston, and 20°7 in Dewsbury. No death from 
small-poxr was registered in any of the ninety-six towns.

For LONDON there were 2,036 BIRTHS, corresponding to a rate 
of 23°4 per 1,000, and 815 DratHs of civilians, corresponding 
‘to a rate of 9°8, as against 9°9, 10°38, and 10°5 per 1,000 inthe 
three weeks ended September: 25th, October 2nd, and October 
9th. The death-rate in the four weeks ended last Saturday 
averaged 10°1 per 1,000. The infant mortality was 61, against 

65,466, and 63 in the preceding three weeks. 


There was no death from enteric fever, against 0, 2, and 2 in the 
preceding three weeks, the average for the corresponding weeks of 
the previous five years being 8. ‘The deaths from measles, which 
had been 2, 0, and 1] in the preceding three weeks, rose last week 
to 4, and were equal to the average. The deaths from scarlet fever, 
which had been 1, 11, and 3 in the preceding three weeks, were 2 
last week, the average being 3. The deaths from whooping-cough, 
which had been 1, 3, and 2 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 
4 last week, but were 3 below the average. ‘The deaths from 
diphtheria, which had been 22, 18, and 17 in the preceding three 
weeks, further fell last week to 14, and were equal to the average ; 
5 deaths belonged to the Borough of Islington. ‘lhe deaths from 
diarrhea and enteritis under 2 years of age, which had been 39, 33, 
and 50 in the preceding three weeks, fell last week to 35, and were 
45 below the average; 5 deaths belonged to Bethnal Green, and 4 
to Lambeth. The deaths from inflwenza numbered 3 as against 
6, 5, and 5 in the preceding three weeks and an average of 22. 


Different forms of violence caused 46 deaths, all of which were 
the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 46 deaths, 6 were cases 
of suicide, and 1 of homicide, while the remaining 39 were attributed 
to other forms of violence. Hleven of these latter were referred 
to vehicles in the streets, 6 to burns or scalds, 5 to drowning, and 1 
of an infant under one year of age to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital, there were 16 cases of 
enteric tever, 27 of measles, 4,534 of scarlet fever, 26 of 
whooping- cough, and 1,975 of diphtheria under treatment in these: 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 8). ‘The admissions during

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NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS. 


For the NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS of England and Wales each 
of which had a population of 50,000 or over at the Census of 1911, 
the births registered last week numbered 9,305, and corresponded to 
an annual rate of 26°2 per 1,000. ‘The deaths* among the civilian 
population only numbered 3,725, and corresponded to an annual 
rate of 10°9 per J,000 of their aggregate civilian population, 
which is estimatedt at 17,807,258 persons in the year 1919. In the 
three weeks ended October 2nd, October 9th, and October 16th, 
the rates had been 11:0, 10°9, and 10°7 respectively. The infant 
mortality was 79, against 80, 84, and 87 in the preceding three 
weeks. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, 
the death-rates in each of the last four weeks; it also shows for 
the week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from 
certain individual causes. .A column showing the number of deaths 
from influenza has been inserted inTablel. Theaggregate number 
of deaths from influenza in the 96 great towns in each of the last 
thirteen weeks is shown in 'able 3A.

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Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death- 
rates per 1,000 living were :—from all causes, 16°2 1n Swindon and in 
Tynemouth, 16°4 in Dudley, 18:4in Blackpool, 19°5 in Warrington, 
and 21°5 in Stockton-on-'l'ees ; and from measles, 2:1 in Warrington, 
and 2°4in Bath. No death from small-poxr was registered in any of 
the ninety-six towns. 


LONDON.* (The Administrative County, including the 
City of London.) 


For LONDON there were 2,142 BIRTHS, corresponding to a rate 
of 24°6 per 1,000, and 851 DkaAtrHs of civilians, corresponding 
to a rate of 10°2, as against 10°3, 10°5, and 9°8, per 1,000 in the 
three weeks ended October 2nd, October 9th, and October 16th. 
The death-rate in the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 
10°2 per 1,000. The infant mortality was 66, against 66, 63, and 
61 in the preceding three weeks. 


There was no death from enteric fever, against 2, 2, and 0 in the 
preceding three weeks, the average for the corresponding weeks of 
the previous five years being 2. There was no death from measles, 
against 0, 1, and 4, in the preceding three weeks, and 4n average 
of 4. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 11, 3, and 2 in 
the preceding three weeks, rose last week to 6, and were 3 above 
the average. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 
3, 2, and 4 in the preceding three weeks, fell last week to 2, and 
were 2 below the average. ‘The deaths from diphtheria, which 
had been 18, 17, and 14 in the preceding three weeks, were again 
14 last week, and were equal to the average. ‘ihe deaths from 
diarrhoea and enteritis under 2 years of age, which had been 33, 50, 
and'35 in the preceding three weeks, were 36 last week, and were 
26 below the average; 5 deaths belonged to the Borough of 
Camberwell. The deaths from inflwenza numbered 8 as against 
5, 5, and 3 in the preceding three weeks and an average of 82. 


Different forms of violence caused 40 deaths, all of which were 
the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 40 deaths, 2 were cases 
of suicide, and 2 of homicide, while the remaining 36 were attributed 
to other forms of violence. Ten of these latter were referred to 
vehicles in the streets, 4 to burns or scalds, 8 to drowning, and 1 of 
an infant under one year of age to suffocation in bed. 


CASKS OF IN¥YEOTIOUS DISHASK.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London ITever Hospital, there were 20 cases of 
enteric fever, 22 of measles, 4,859 of scarlet fever, 27 of 
saoopmne cole i. and 2,113 of diphtheria under treatment in these 
hospitals on.

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NINETY-SIX GREAT ‘TOWNS. 


For the NINETY-SIX GREAT Towns of England and Wales each 
of which had’a population of 50,000 or over at the Census of 1911, 
the births registered last week numbered 9,248, and corresponded to 
an annual rate of 26°0 per 1,000. The deaths* among the civilian 
population only numbered 3,995, and corresponded to an annual 
rate of 11°7 per 1,000 of their aggregate civilian population, 
which is estimated? at 17,807,258 persons in the year 1919. In the 
three weeks ended October 9th, October 16th, and October 23rd, 
the rates had been 10°9, 10°7, and 10°9 respectively. The infant 
mortality was 77, against 84, 87, and 79 in the preceding three 
weeks. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, 
the death-rates in each of the last four weeks; it also shows for 
the week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from 
certain individual causes. A column showing the number of deaths 
from influenza has been inserted in'l'ablel. The aggregate number 
of deaths from influenza in the 96 great towns in each of the last 
thirteen weeks is shown in 'l'able 3A.

Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death- 
rates per 1,000 living were :—from all causes, 16:1 in Wigan, 16°4 
in West Bromwich and Southport, 16°5 in Gateshead, 18°0 in 
Middlesbrough, and 19°9 in Hastings; from measles, 1°5in ‘Rhondda, 
1:6 in Bath, and 2°2 in West Bromwich ; from scarlet fever, 1°4 in 
Bootle ; and from diphtheria, 1°5 in Edmonton, 1-7 in Hornsey, and 
3-0 in Swindon. No death from small- -pox was registered in any of 
the ninety-six towns. 


LONDON.* (‘The Administrative County, including the 
City of London.) 


For LONDON there were 2,284 BIRTHS, corresponding to a rate 
of 26°2 per 1,000, and 983 bD#atrus of civilians, corresponding 
to a rate of 11°8, as against !0°5, 9°8, and 10°2, per 1,000 in the 
three weeks ended October 9th, October 16th, and October 23rd. 
The death-rate in the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 
10°6 per 1,000. ‘The infant mortality was 66, against 63, 61, and 
66 in the preceding three weeks. 


There was one death from enteric fever, against 2, 0, and O in the 
preceding three weeks, the average for the corresponding weeks ‘of 
the previous five years being 3. ‘There was one death from measles, 
against 1, 4, and 0, in the preceding three weeks, and an average 
of 6. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 3, 2, and 6 in 
the preceding three weeks, were 3 last week, being 1 below the 
average. ‘The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 2, 4, 
and 2 in the preceding three weeks, were 4 last week, being 2 
below the average. ‘The deaths from diphtheria, which had been 
17, 14, and 14 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 18 last week, 
but were 2 below the average; 3 deaths belonged to the Borough 
of Islington. ‘ihe deaths from diarrhea and enteritis under 2 years 
of age, which had been 50, 35, and 36 in the preceding three weeks, 
were 34 last week, being 11 below the average ; 5 deaths belonged 
to Shoreditch, 4 each to Islington and Stepney, and 3 each to 
Southwark and Bermondsey. ‘The deaths from inflwenza numbered 
5 as against 5, 3, and 8 in the preceding three weeks and an average 
of 259. | 

Different forms of violence caused 36 deaths, all of which were 
the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 36 deaths, 7 were cases 
of suicide, while the remaining 29 were attributed to other forms of 
violence. Hight of these latter were referred to vehicles in the 
streets, 5 to burns or scalds, and 2 to drowning. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISBHASKH.* 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London T'ever Hospital, there were 19 cases of 
enteric fever, 24 of measles, 5,167 of scarlet fever, 28 of 
whooping-cough, and 2,301 of diphtheria under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (l'able 38). ‘The admissions during

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NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS. 


For the NINETY-SIX GREAT T'owNS of England and Wales each 
of which had a population of 50,000 or over at the Census of 1911, 
the births registered last week numbered 8 074, and corresponded to 
an annual rate of 22°7 per 1,000. ‘The deaths* among the civilian 
population only numbered 4,046, and corresponded to an annual 
rate of 11°8 per 1,000 of their aggregate civilian population, 
which is estimatedt at 17,807,258 persons in the year 1919. In the 
three weeks ended October 16th, October 28rd, and October 30th, 
the rates had been 10°7, 10°9, and 11-7 respectively. The infant 
mortality was 82, against 87, 79, and 77 in the preceding three 
weeks. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, 
the death-rates in each of the last four weeks ; it also shows for 
the week ended last Saturday the births ae the deaths from 
certain individual causes. A column showing the number of deaths 
from influenza has been inserted in'T'ablel. The aggregate number 
of deaths from influenza in the 96 great towns in each of the last 
thirteen weeks is shown in l'able 3A.

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Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death- 
rates per 1,000 living were :—from all causes, 17:0 in Burnley, 17°1 
in Tynemouth, 17°9 in Bolton, 18°6 in West Bromwich, 23°4 in 
South Shields, and 24°1 in Stockton-on-Tees; and from diphtheria, 
1-2 in Gillingham and in Southampton, and 1°5 in Edmonton and 
in Merthyr Tydfil. No death from small-pox was registered in any 
ot the ninety-six towns. 


LONDON.* (The Administrative County, including the 
City of London.) 


For LONDON there were 1,927 BIRTHS, corresponding to a rate 
of 22:1 per 1,000, and 982 bDHaras of civilians, corresponding 
to a rate of 11:7, as against 9°8, 10°2, and 11°8 per 1,000 in the 
three weeks ended October 16th, October 23rd, and October 30th. 
The death-rate in the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 
10°9 per 1,000. The infant mortality was 66, against 61, 66, and 
66 in the preceding three weeks. 


There was no death from enteric fever, against 0,0, and 1 in the 
preceding three weeks, the average for the corresponding weeks of 
the previous five years being 2. The deaths from measles, which had 
been 4, 0, and 1, in the preceding three weeks, were 2 last week, and 
were 7 below the average. The deaths from scarlet fever, which 
had been 2, 6, and 3 in the preceding three weeks, were again 3 
last week, and were 1 below theaverage. The deaths from whooping- 
cough, which had been 4, 2, and 4 in the preceding three weeks, 
fell last week to 2, and were 6 below the average. ‘The deaths from 
diphtheria, which had been 14, 14, and 18 in the preceding three 
weeks, further rose last week to 25, and were 8 above the average ; 
7 deaths belonged to the Borough of Islington. ‘he deaths from 
diarrhea and enteritis under 2 years of age, which had been 35, 36, 
and 34 in the preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 26, 
and were 10 below the average. The deaths from inflwenza numbered 
12 as against 3, 8, and 5 in the preceding three weeks and an average 
of 499. 


Different forms of violence caused 31 deaths, of which 29 were 
the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 3] deaths, 5 were cases 
of suicide, and 1 of homicide, while the remaining 25 were attributed 
to other forms of violence. One of these latter was referred to 
a vehicle in the streets, 5 to a conflagration, 3 to burns or scalds, 
and 1 to drowning. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital, there were 21 cases of 
enteric fever, 24 of measles, 5,874 of scarlet fever, 25 of 
whooping-cough, and 2,353 of diphtheria under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during

NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS. 

For the NINETY-SIX GREAT TowNs of England and Wales each 
of which had a population of 50,000 or over at the Census of 1911, 
the births registered last week numbered 8,062, and corresponded to 
an annual rate of 22°7 per 1,000. The deaths* among the civilian 
population only numbered 4,583, and corresponded to an annual 
rate of 13°4 per 1,000 of their aggregate civilian population, 
which is estimated? at 17,807,258 persons in the year 1919. In the 
three weeks ended October 23rd, October 30th, and November 6th, 
the rates had been 10°9, 11:7, and 11°8 respectively. The infant 
mortality was 85, against 79, 77, and 82 in the preceding three 
weeks. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, 
the death-rates in each of the last four weeks; it also shows for 
the week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from 
certain individual causes. A column showing the number of deaths 
from influenza has been inserted inTablel. Theaggregate number 
of deaths from influenza in the 96 great towns in each of the last 
thirteen weeks is shown in Table 34.

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Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death- 
rates per 1,000 living were:—from all causes, 17:2 in Stockton-on- 
Tees, 17°5 in Merthyr Tydfil, 19:2 in Southend-on-Sea, 19°8 in 
Gloucester, and 21:7 in Hastings. No death from small-pox was 
registered in any of the ninety-six towns. 


LONDON.* (The Administrative County, including the 
City of London.) 


For LONDON there were 2,057 BIRTHS, corresponding to a rate 
of 23°6 per 1,000, and 1,244 pmatrus of civilians, corresponding 
to a rate of 14°9, as against 10°2, 11°8, and 1!1°7 per 1,000 in the 
three weeks ended October 23rd, October 30th, and November 6th. 
The death-rate in the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 
12:2 per 1,000. ‘The infant mortality was 63, against 66, 66, and 
66 in the preceding three weeks. 


There was no death from enteric fever, against 0, 1, and QO in the 
preceding three weeks, the average for the corresponding weeks of 
the previous five years being 2. The deaths from measles, which had 
been 0,1, and 2,in the preceding three weeks, were again 2 last 
week, and were 9 below the average. ‘The deaths from scarlet fever, 
which had been 6, 3, and 3 in the preceding three weeks, rose last 
week to 7,and were 4abovetheaverage. The deaths from whooping- 
cough, which had been 2, 4,and 2 in the preceding three weeks, 
were again 2 last week, and were 5 below the average. ‘I'he deaths 
from diphtheria, which had been 14, 18, and 25 in the preceding 
three weeks, were 26 last week, and were 8 above the average; 4 
deaths belonged to the Borough of Bethnal Green, and 3 each to 
Islington, Finsbury, Stepney, and Lewisham. ‘The deaths from 
diarrhoea and enteritis wnder 2 years of age, which had been 36, 34, 
and 26 in the preceding three weeks, rose last week to 29, the average 
being 30. The deaths from influenza numbered 14 as against 8, 5, 
and 12 in the preceding three weeks and an average of 496. 


Different forms of violence caused 43 deaths, all of which were 
the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 43 deaths, 9 were cases 
of suicide, and 1 of homicide, while the remaining 33 were attributed 
to other forms of violence. ‘T'en of these latter were referred to 
vehicles in the streets, 6 to burns or scalds, 1 to drowning, and 2 
of infants under one year of age to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISKASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Tever Hospital, there were 14 cases of 
enteric fever, 21 of measles, 5,512 of scarlet fever, 26 of 
whooping-cough, and 2,474 of diphtheria under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (‘lable 8). ‘lhe admissions during

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NINETY-SIX GREAT ‘TOWNS, 


For the NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS of England and Wales each 
of which had a population of 50,000 or over at the Census of 1911, 
the births registered last week numbered 7,727, and corresponded to 
an annual rate of 21:7 per 1,000. The deaths* among the civilian 
population only numbered 4,386, and corresponded to an annual 
rate of 12°8 per 1,000 of their aggregate civilian population, 
which is estimatedt at 17,807,258 persons in the year 1919. In the 
three weeks ended October 30th, November 6th, and November 13th, 
the rates had been 11°7, 11°8, and 13°4 respectively. The infant 
mortality was 87, against 77, 82, and 85 in the preceding three 
weeks. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, 
the death-rates in each of the last four weeks; it also shows for 
the week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from 
certain individual causes. A column showing the number of deaths 
from influenza has been inserted in'l'ablel. Theaggregate number 
of deaths from influenza in the 96 great towns in each of the last 
thirteen weeks is shown in Table 34.

LONDON.* (The Administrative County, including the 
City of London.) 


For LONDON there were 2,011 BIRTHS, corresponding to a rate 
of 28:1 per 1,000, and 1,138 béatrus of civilians, corresponding 
to a rate of 18°6, as against 11°8, 11-7, and 14:9 per 1,000 in the 
three weeks ended October 30th, November 6th, and November 138th. 
The death-rate in the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 
13:0 per 1,000. The infant mortality was 80, against 66, 66, and 
63 in the preceding three weeks. 


There was one death from enteric fever, against 1, 0, and O in the 
preceding three weeks, the average for the corresponding weeks of 
the previous five years being 1. The deaths from measles, which had 
been 1, 2, and 2, in the preceding three weeks, were again 2 last 
week, and were 12 below the average. The deaths from scarlet fever, 
- which had been 8, 3, and 7 in the preceding three weeks, were 
again 7 last week, and were 38 above the average. ‘The deaths from 
whooping-cough, which had been 4, 2, and 2 in the preceding three 
weeks, were again 2 last week, and were 4 below the average. ‘I'he 
deaths from diphtheria, which had been 18, 25, and 26 in the 
preceding three weeks, fell last week to 20, but were 3 above the 
average; 3 deaths belonged to the Borough of Islington, and 3 to 
Poplar. ‘he deaths from diarrhea and enteritis wider 2 years of 
age, which had been 84, 26, and 29 in the preceding three weeks, 
fell last week to 24, but were 1 above the average. ‘The deaths 
from influenza numbered 13 as against 5, 12, and 14 in the preceding 
three weeks and an average of 343. 


Different forms of violence caused 38 deaths, all of which were 
the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 38 deaths, 7 were cases 
of suicide, while the remaining 31 were attributed to aes forms of 
violence. Wleven of these latter were referred to vehicles in the 
streets, and 3 to burns or scalds. : 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASK.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital, there were 16 cases of 
enteric fever, 15 of measles, 5,610 of scarlet fever, 25 of 
whooping-cough, and 2,562 of diphtheria under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). ‘he admissions during

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NINETY-SIX GREAT. TOWNS. 


For the NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS of England and Wales each 
of which had a population of 50,000 or over at the Census of 1911, 
the births registered last week numbered 7,571, and corresponded to 
an annual rate of 21:3 per 1,000. The deaths* among the civilian 
population only numbered 4,623, and corresponded to an annual 
rate of 13°5 per 1,000 of their aggregate civilian population, 
which is estimatedt at 17,807,258 persons in the year 1919. In the 
three weeks ended November 6th, November 18th, and November 
20th, the rates had been 11°8, 13°4, and 12°38 respectively. The intant 
mortality was 92, against 82, 85, and 87 in the preceding three 
weeks. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, 
the death-rates in each of the last four weeks; it also shows for 
the week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from 
certain individual causes. A column showing the number of deaths 
from influenza has been inserted in'Tablel. Theaggregate number 
-of deaths from influenza in the 96 great towns in each of the lasi 
thirteen weeks is shown in Table 3A.

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Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death- 
rates per 1,000 living were :—from all causes, 18°5 in Middlesbrough, 
18:7 in South Shields, 18°9 in Tynemouth, 20:7 in Cambridge, 
23°1 in York, and 23-2 in Stockton-on-Tees ; from measles, 1°7 in 
Walsall ; and from duphtheria, 1°0 in Willesden, and 1:2 in 
Stockport and in Gillingham. No death from small-pox was 
registered in any of the ninety-six towns. 


LONDON,* (‘The Administrative County, including the 
City of London.) 


For LONDON there were 1,900 BIRTHS, corresponding to a rate 
of 21°8 per 1,000, and 1,178 pea'rHs of civilians, corresponding 
to a rate of 14°1, as against 11°7, 14°9, and 18°6 per 1,000 in the 
three weeks ended November 6th, November 13th, and November 
20th. The death-rate in the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 
13°6 per 1,000. The infant mortality was 75, against 66, 63, and 
80 in the preceding three weeks. 


The deaths from enteric fever, which had been 0, 0, and 1 in the 
preceding three weeks, numbered 2, the average for the corresponding 
weeks of the previous five years being 2. The deaths from measles, 
which had been 2, 2, and 2, in the preceding three weeks, rose to 
4 last week, but were 12 below the average. ‘he deaths from scarlet 
fever, which had been 38, 7, and 7 in the preceding three weeks, 
were again 7 last week, and were 4 above the average. The deaths 
from whooping-cough, which had been 2, 2, and 2 in the preceding 
three weeks, were 3 last week, and were 2 below the average. The 
deaths from diphtheria, which had been 25, 26, and 20 in the 
preceding three weeks, were 21 last week, and were 7 above the 
average; 7 deaths belonged to the Borough of Islington. ‘The 
deaths from diarrhea and enteritis wnder 2 years of age, which had 
been 26, 29, and 24 in the preceding three weeks, fell last week to 
16,and were 6 below the average ; 3 deaths belonged to Kensington. 
The deaths from inflwenza numbered 15 as against 12, 14, and 13 in 
the preceding three weeks and an average of 247. 


Different forms of violence caused 44 deaths, of which 42 were 
the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 44 deaths, 9 were cases 
of suicide, while the remaining 35 were attributed to other forms of 
violence. Hleven of these latter were referred to vehicles in the 
streets, 5 to burns and scalds, 2 to drowning, and 2 of infants under 
one year of age to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASEH.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital, there were 18 cases of 
enteric fever, 13 of measles, 5,575 of scarlet fever, 25 of 
whooping-cough, and 2,626 of diphtheria under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). ‘he admissions during

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NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS. 


For the NINETY-SIX GREAT Towns of England and Wales each 
of which had a population of 50,000 or over at the Census of 1911, 
the births registered last week numbered 7,388, and corresponded to 
an annual rate of 20°8 per 1,000. The deaths* among the civilian 
population only numbered 4,494, and corresponded to an annual 
rate of 18°2 per 1,000 of their aggregate civilian population, 
which is estimatedt at 17,807,258 persons in the year 1919. In the 
three weeks ended November 18th, November 20th, and November ~ 
27th, the rates had been 13°4,12°8, and 18-5 respectively. The infant 
mortality was 98, against 85, 87, and 92 in the preceding three 
weeks. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, 
the death-rates in each of the last four weeks; it also shows for 
the week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from 
certain individual causes. A column showing the number of deaths 
from influenza has been inserted ‘in 'l'ablel. The aggregate number 
of deaths from influenza in the 96 great towns in each of the last 
thirteen weeks is shown in Table 34.

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Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death- 
rates per 1,000 living were :—from all causes, 18:2 in South Shields, 
18°5 in Wigan, 19°4 in Gateshead, 20°7 in Tynemouth, and 22:1 
in Middlesbrough. No death from small-pow was registered in any 
of the ninety-six towns. 


LONDON.* (The Administrative County, including the 
City of London.) 


For LONDON there were 1,921 BIRTHS, corresponding to a rate 
oF -22°1 “per. -1,000;,. and 1,091 DEATHS of civilians, corresponding 
to a rate of 13- Il, as against 14°9, 18°6, and 14°1 per 1,000 in the 
three weeks ended November 13th, November 20th, and November 
27th. ‘The death-rate in the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 
13°9 per 1,000. The infant mortality was 78, against 63, 80, and 
75 in the preceding three weeks. 


There was no death from enteric fever, against 0, 1, and 2 in the 
preceding three weeks, the average for the corresponding weeks of 
the previous five years being 1. There was no death from measles, 
against 2, 2, and 4 in the preceding three weeks, the average 
being 20. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 7, 7, and 
7 in the preceding three weeks, fell last week to 4, and were equal 
to the average. ‘The deaths from whooping-cough, ‘which had been 
2,2, and 8 in the preceding three weeks, were again 3 last week, 
; and! were 6 below the average. The deaths from diphtheria, whicht 
had been 26, 20, and 21 in the preceding three weeks, were 22 
last week, and were 7 above the average ; 4 deaths belonged to 
the Borough of Wandsworth, and 3 to Islington. ‘ihe deaths from 
diarrhea and enteritis wnder 2 years of age, which had been 29, 24, 
and 16 in the preceding three weeks, further fell last week to 138, 
and were 12 below the average. ‘The deaths from influenza numbered 
13, as against 14, 13, and 15 in the preceding three weeks and an 
average of 208. 

Different forms of violence caused 34 deaths, all of which were 
the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 34 deaths, 5 were cases 
of suicide, while the remaining 29 were attributed to other forms of 
violence. Four of these latter were referred to vehicles in the 
streets, 6 to burns and scalds, 1 to drowning, and 1 of an infant 
under one year of age to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital, thewe were 21 cases of: 
enteric fever, 14 of measles, 5,488 of scarlet fever, 24 of 
whooping-cough, and 2,655 of diphtheria under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 38). ‘he admissions during

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NINETY-SIX GREAT 'TOWNS. 


For the NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS of England and Wales each 
of which had a population of 50,000 or over at the Census of 1911, 
the births registered last week numbered 7,930, and corresponded to 
an annual rate of 22°3 per 1,000. The deaths* among the civilian 
population only numbered 4,408, and corresponded to an annual 
rate of 12°9 per 1,000 of their aggregate civilian population, 
which is estimatedt at 17,807,258 persons in the year 1919. In the 
three weeks ended November 20th, November 27th, and December 
Ath, the rates had been 12°8, 13°5, and 13°2 respectively. The infant 
mortality was 99, against 87, 92, and 98 in the preceding three 
weeks. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, 
the death-rates in each of the last four weeks; it also shows for 
the week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from 
certain individual causes. A column showing the number of deaths 
from influenza has been inserted in'l'ablel. The aggregate number 
of deaths from influenza in the 96 great towns in each of the lasi 
thirteen weeks is shown in Table 3.

LONDON.* (The Administrative County, including the 
City of London.) 


Kor LONDON there were 1,902 BIRTHS, corresponding to a rate 
of 21°8 per 1,000, and 1,078 varus of civilians, corresponding 
to a rate of 12:9, as against 13°6, 14-1, and 13-1 per 1,000 in the 
three weeks ended November 20th, November 27th, and December 
4th. The death-rate in the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 
13°4 per 1,000. The infant mortality was 89, against 80, 75, and 
78 in the preceding three weeks. 


There was no death from enteric fever, against 1,2, and 0 in the 
preceding thrée weeks, the average for the corresponding weeks of 
the previous five years being 1. The deaths from measles, which 
had been 2, 4, and O in the preceding three weeks, were 3 last 
week, and were 14 below the average. The deaths from scarlet fever, 
which had been 7, 7, and 4 in the preceding three weeks, rose last 
week to 6, and were 3abovetheaverage. The deaths from whooping- 
cough, which had been 2, 3, and 3 in the preceding three weeks, 
were again 3 last week, and were 4 below the average. The deaths 
from diphtheria, which had been 20, 21, and 22 in the preceding 
three weeks, were again 22 last week, and were 2 above the average ; 
3 deaths belonged to the Borough of Hammersmith and 3 to 
St. Pancras. The deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis wnder 2 years 
of age, which had been 24, 16, and 13 in the preceding three weeks, 
rose last week to 16, but were 4 below the average. The deaths 
from influenza numbered 13, as against 18, 15, and 13 in the 
preceding three weeks and an average of 149. 


Different forms of violence caused 39 deaths, all of which were 
the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 39 deaths, 5 were cases 
of suicide, and 1 of homicide, wile the remaining 38 were attributed 
to other forms of violen;e. Hight of these latter were referred to 
vehicles in the streets, 6 to burns or scalds, 2 to drowning, and 2 
of infants under one year of age to suffocation in bed. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISKASKE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Iever Hospital, there were 18 cases of 
enteric tever, 17 of measles, 5,297 of scarlet fever, 25 of 
whooping-cough, and 2,604 of diphtheria under treatment in these. 
hospitals on Saturday last (l'able 3). ‘The admissions during

In the 
three weeks ended November 27th, December 4th, and December 
11th, the rates had been 18°5, 18°2,and 12°9 respectively. The infant 
mortality was 119, against 92, 98, and 99 in the preceding three 
weeks. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, 
the death-rates in each of the last four weeks; it also shows for 
the week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from 
certain individual causes. A column showing the number of deaths 
from influenza has been inserted in Tablel. The aggregate number 
of deaths from influenza in the 96 great towns in each of the lasi 
thirteen weeks is shown in Table 3.

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Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death- 
rates per 1,000 living were:—from all causes, 20°5 in Oldham 
and in Middlesbrough, 21°3 in Liverpool, 21:4 in Bath, 21°6 in 
Tynemouth, and 21°8 in Merthyr Tydfil; and from measles, 1°2 in 
Sheffield and in Middlesbrough, 1°4 in Smethwick and in Barrow- 
in-Furness, and 1‘/7 in Walsall. No death from small-pox was 
registered in any of the ninety-six towns.

Kor LONDON there were 1,798 BIRTHS, corresponding to a rate 
of 20°6 per 1,000, and 1,335 DmatrHs of civilians, corresponding 
to a rate of 16°0, as against [4°1, 138-1, and 12°9 per 1,000 in the 
three weeks ended November 27th, December 4th, and December 
- llth. The death*rate in the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 
14:0 per 1,000. The infant mortality was 119, against 7d, 78, and 
89 in the pr eceding three weeks. 


There was no death from enteric fever, against 2,0, and 0 in the 
preceding three weeks, the average for the corresponding weeks of 
the previous five years being 1. There was no death from measles, 
against 4, 0, and 3 in the preceding three weeks, and an average 
of 15. The deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 7, 4, and 6 in 
the preceding three weeks, further rose last week to 11, and were 
8 above the average. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had 
been 38, 3, and 3 in the preceding three weeks, rose last week to 7, 
but were 4 below the average. ‘The deaths from diphtheria, which 
had been 21, 22, and 22 in the preceding three weeks, rose last 
week to 25,and were 7 above the average; 6 deaths belonged to 
the Borough of Islington. The deaths from diarrhcea and enteritis 
under 2 years of age, which had been 16, 18, and 16 in the preceding 
three weeks, further rose last week to 24, and were 7 above the 
average. The deaths from anflwenza numbered 21, as against 
15, 18, and 18 in the preceding three weeks and an average of 88. 


Different forms of violence caused 89 deaths, all of which were 
the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 39 deaths, 12 were cases 
of suicide, while the remaining 27 were attributed to other forms of 
violence. Five of these latter were referred to vehicles in the 
streets, 6 to burns or scalds, and 2 to drowning. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital, there were 19 cases of 
enteric fever, 15 of measles, 4,994 of scarlet fever, 27 of 
whooping-cough, and 2,654 of diphtheria under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3). The admissions during

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NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS. 


For the NINETY-SIX GREAT Towns of England and Wales each 
of which had a population of 50,000 or over at the Census of 1911, 
the births registered last week numbered 7,195, and corresponded to 
an annual rate of 20°2 per 1,000. The deaths* among the civilian 
population only numbered 5,149, and corresponded to an annual 
rate of 15°! per 1,000 of their aggregate civilian population, 
which is estimatedt at 17,807,258 persons in the year 1919. In the 
three weeks ended December 4th, December llth, and December 
18th, the rates had been 13°2,12°9,and 15°3 respectively. The infant 
mortality was 118, against 98, 99, and-119 in the preceding three 
weeks. Table 1 of this Return shows, for the several towns, © 
the death-rates in each of the last four weeks; it also shows for 
the week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from 
certain individual causes. A column showing the number of deaths 
from influenza has been inserted inTablel. Theaggregate number 
of deaths from influenza in the 96 great towns in each of the last 
thirteen weeks is shown in Table 3A.

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Measured by last week’s mortality, the highest annual death- 
rates per 1,000 living were :—from all causes, 21:0 in Bootle, 
21:3 in Aberdare, 22°1 in Bury, 22°5 in Tynemouth, 23:0 in South- 
port, 23°9 in Exeter, and 24°2 in Middlesbrough ; and from measles, 
2°8 in Walsall and 2:9 in Middlesbrough. Nodeath from small-pox 
was registered in any of the ninety-six towns. 


LONDON.* (The Administrative County, including the 
. City of London.) 


For LONDON there were 1,733 BIRTHS, corresponding to a rate 
of 19°9 per 1,000, and 1,279 pmaAtTHs of civilians, corresponding 
to a rate of 15°3, as against 13°1, 12°9, and 16:0 per 1,000 in the 
three weeks ended December 4th, December 11th, and December 
18th. ‘The death-rate in the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 
14°3 per 1,000. The infant mortality was 98, against 78, 89, and 
119 in the preceding three weeks. 


There was one death from enteric fever, against 0, 0, and O in the 
preceding three weeks, the average for the corresponding weeks of 
the previous five years being 2. The deaths from measles, which 
had been 0, 3, and Q in the preceding three weeks, were 4 last 
week, and were 13 below the average. ‘The deaths from scarlet 
fever, which had been 4, 6, and 11 in the preceding three weeks, 
fell last week to 5, the average being 4. The deaths from whooping- 
cough, which had been 3, 8, and 7 in the preceding three weeks, 
fell last week to 2, and were 12 below the average. The deaths from 
diphtheria, which had been 22, 22, and 25 in the preceding three 
weeks, further rose last week to 27, and were 11 above the average ; 
5 deaths belonged to the Borough of Islington and 3 to Camberwell, 
The deaths from diarrhea and enteritis under 2 years of age, which 
had been 13, 16, and 24 in the preceding three weeks, fell last week 
to 17, and were 1 below theaverage; 5 deaths belonged to Islington, 
The deaths from inflwenza numbered 14, as against 13, 18, and 21 in 
the preceding three weeks and an average of 63. 


Different forms of violence caused 42 deaths, of which 39 were 
the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 42 deaths, 10 were cases 
of suicide, and 2 of homicide, while the remaining 30 were attributed 
to other forms of violence. Seven of these latter were referred to 
vehicles in the streets, 8 to burns or scalds, and 1 to drowning. 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board 
and from the London Fever Hospital, there were 18 cases of’ 
enteric tever, 19 of measles, 4,780 of scarlet fever, 22 of 
whooping-cough, and 2,047 of diphtheria under treatment in these. 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 38). ‘The admissions during.

For the NINETY-SIX GREAT TOWNS of England and Wales each 
of which had a population of 50,000 or over at the Census of 1911, 
the births registered last week meted 7,930, and corresponded aA 
an annual tite of 22°3 per 1,000. The denahe® among the civilian 
population only numbered 5,679, and corresponded to an annual 
rate of 16°6 per 1,000 of their aggregate civilian population, 
which is estimatedt at 17,807,258 persons in the year 1919. In the 
three weeks ended Decok bay llth, December 18th, and December 
25th, the rates had been 12°9, 15°35, anal 15° 1 respectively. The infant 
mortality was 122, against 99, 119, and il3 in the preceding three 
weeks. ‘Table jp of this se ceaeee shows, for the several towns, 
the death-rates in each of the last four Weeks. it also shows on 
the week ended last Saturday the births and the deaths from 
certain individual causes. A column showing the number of deaths 
from influenza has been inserted in'Tablel. The aggregate number 
of deaths from influenza in the 96 great towns ineach of the lasi 
thirteen weeks is shown in l'able 3A.

For LONDON there were 2,031 BIRTHS, corresponding to a rate 
of 23°3 per 1,000, and 1,882 DmatrHs of civilians, corresponding 
to a rate of 16°5, as against 12°9, 16°0, and 15°3 per 1,000 in the 
three weeks ended December 11th, December 18th, and December 
25th. The death-rate in the four weeks ended last Saturday averaged 
15:2 per 1,000. The infant mortality was 115, against 89, 119, and 
98 in the preceding three weeks. 


_ There was no death from enteric fever, against 0, 0, and J in the 
preceding three weeks, the average for the corresponding weeks of 
the previous five years being 2. There was no deaths from measles, 
against 3, 0, and 4 in the preceding three weeks, the average being 
19. he deaths from scarlet fever, which had been 6, 11, and 5 
in the preceding three weeks, rose to 8 last week, and were 6 above 
the average. The deaths from whooping-cough, which had been 8, 
7, and 2 in the preceding three weeks, rose to 4 last week, but were 
8 below the average. ‘I'he deaths from diphtheria, which had been 
22, 25, and 27 in the preceding three weeks, fell to 22 last week, 
but were 7 above the average ; 4 deaths belonged to the Borough of 
Islington, 3 to Paddington, and 3 to Southwark. The deaths from 
diarrhoea and enteritis under 2 years of age, which had been 16, 24, 
and 17 in the preceding three weeks, were 20 last week, the average 
being 21; 3 deaths belonged to Islington and 3 to Camberwell. The 
deaths from influenza numbered 20, as against 15, 21, and 14 in the 
preceding three weeks and an average of 47. | 


Different forms of violence caused 50 deaths, of which 48 were 
the subject of coroners’ inquests. Of these 50 deaths, 5 were cases 
of suicide, and 1 of execution, while the remaining 44 were attributed 
to other forms of violence. Five of these latter were referred to 
vehicles in the streets, 4 to burns or scalds, 3 to drowning, and 8 of 
infants under one year of age to suffocation in bed, 


CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASE.T 


According to returns from the Metropolitan Asylums Board and 
from the London Fever Hospital, there were 18 cases of enteric fever,. 
1 of small-pox, 18 of measles, 4,817 of scarlet fever, 17 of 
whooping-cough, and 2,642 of diphtheria under treatment in these 
hospitals on Saturday last (Table 3).
